tinued rain there to-day. 
The Signal Service 
reports that 3.78 
inches of rain fell at Los Angeles in the 
twentv-four hours ending at 5 a m. 
The 
follow ing Southern Pacific record is lor the 
twenty-four hours ending at 7 a . m . to-day. 
Rain was then falling at San Miguel, Tem-

COLUSA LIED ABOUT. 
C o lu sa , December 13th.—Efforts are be­ 
ing made to m a k e a sensational story of the 
overflow of this section. 
W hile the losses 
w ill be considerable, there is no ground for 
the exaggerated statem ents sent abroad by 
those who evidently have been em ployed 
to m ake as “big a thiDg” out of the levee 
breaks as their assisted im agination can 
picture.

At 3:45 p. M. it is hard to estim ate the 
losses by the flood. 
It is estim ated that 
there are flooded on the east side of the 
river in Colusa county 4,000 acres. A ll this 
w ill not be drowned out. and m uch of the 
land can be re seeded. 
In Butte county, east of Butte creek, 
adobe lands w ill be drowned out to the ex­ 
tent of from 15,000 to 20.000 acres. 
It is 
hardly probable that this w ill be re-sown. 
On the west side of the h ill the water 
w ill drown cut som e of the low lauds above 
Colusa, but this loss w ill be nom inal. 
All 
of District 108, in w hich Senator Fair's 
ranch is located, containing 70,000 acres, 
w ill be flooded, and m ostly a total loss, 
but ¿he owners count on being drowned 
out as often as two years in five. 
W hat damage the Tolm an break w ill do 
for the higher lands of Grand Island, only 
tim e w ill tell. The loss in District Seventy, 
in Sutter county, w ill be heavy, owing to 
the fact that it contains m any hom es. 
T he river is falling slow ly.

San R a f a e l , December 13th.— Yesterday 
there was a trial before Justice Gardner of 
the People vs. Coffey & Escallier, charging 
the defendants with violating Ordinance 
53, Marin county ordinances, in selling 
liquor w ithout a license. 
Som e m onths 
ago Coffey & Escallier purchased a piece of 
laud near R ots Station and a short dis­ 
tance from som e of the residences o f the 
local 400.' 
An application with bonds was m ade to 
the Board of Supervisors, backed by argu­ 
m ents of a prom inent attorney, but it was 
of no avail—tbe license was refused. Coffey 
and Escallier, believing they had com plied 
with the law. opened their inn, on which 
they had spent their entire capital. 
The place proved to be an eyesore and an 
irritating elem ent to m any of the aristo­ 
cratic residents of Ross valley, and they 
c a lle d in the services of Morse's detective 
a g e n c y to their relief. Detective CuUaudan 
was provided with an outline of the ordi­ 
nance and 
in com pany w ith Detective 
Triplett, on Novem ber 17th, started on 
their work. 
They visited the saloon of 
Coffey & Escallier and bought and drank 
several drinks. 
Meeting a Mr. W ells, they 
invited him to refreshm ents and liquor, of 
w h ic h he partook. 
. 
Yesterday the case came to trial with 
substantially the foregoing evidence. 
The 
people were represented by District Attorney 
A ngellotti and J. N. E. W ilson, defense by 
I. J. Crowlev. 
The case excited w ide­ 
spread interest and was listened to w ith 
rapt attention. 
The jnry was charged at 1 
o’clock and rendered a verdict of not guilty 
in a short tim e. 
Three were for conviction 
and six for acquittal. 
It is likely that the 
case w ill go to the Superior Court, although 
it is very doubtful if a different verdict w ill 
be attained. 


at no verdict—nothing else.

A rg u m e n ts C o n c lu d e d in th e C ele ­ 
b r a te d C ro n in C ase. 


C h ic a g o , December 13tb.—Oa account of 
the illness of M ills, State's Attorney Longe- 
necker was obliged to m ake the closing 
address to the jury in the Cronin case. 
He 
began by repelling the charge of the prose­ 
cution that the Cronin section of the Clan- 
na Gael had suborned a large am ount of 
perjured testim ony against the deceased. 
H e said that m ost of the Clan-na-Gael evi­ 
dence was bv members of the Triangle 
Camps. 
H e then took up and dwelt at 
length on the evidence against Beggs. 
On the reassem bling of the Court in the 
afternoon Judge Longenecker continued 
his reply to Forrest’s argument, and then 
m ade a rapid running sketch of the evi­ 
dence of the leading witnesses and circum ­ 
stances under which it was given, by way 
of reply to Forrest’s charge that there was 
a conspiracy to convict the defendants. 
In closing he said : “Rem em ber that we 
are here insisting that this evidence is so 
overwhelm ing that you. as honest men, 
under your oaths, cannot resist this volum e 
of proof that m ust convince you, as sensible 
m en, beyond a reasonable doubt that all 
five of these men are guilty of this crim e.” 


THE COURT’S CHARGE. 
Judge McConnell then 
delivered his 
charge to the jury, saying, in p a rt: 
“The manner or cause of death which is 
alleged in the indictm ent is au essential 
elem ent of the charge against the defend­ 
ants, and the law requires the prosecution 
to establish that averm ent to your satisfac- 
fac'ion beyond a reasonable doubt, as it is 
laid in the indictm ent, before a conviction 
can law fully be had. 
But whether or not 
the murder or cause of death was as laid in 
the indictm ent may be established by cir­ 
cum stantial evidence just as any other fact 
essential to conviction m ay be. 
Circum­ 
stantial evidence in crim inal cases is proof 
of such facts and circumstances connected 
with or surrounding the com m ission of the 
crime 
charged 
as tends to show 
the 
guilt or innocence of tbe party charged, 
and if these facts and circum stances are 
sufficient to satisfy the jury of tbe guilt of 
the defendants beyond a reasonable doubt, 
then such evidence is sufficient to author­ 
ize the jurv finding the defendants guilty. 
It is th e’ duty ol the jury to enter upon 
the consideration of each circum stance 
proven, having in their m inds the pre­ 
sum ption that the defendants and each of 
them are innocent, and if such fact or cir­ 
cum stance, when considered in connection 
with all the evidence in the case, be ex­ 
plained consistently with the innocence of 
the accused, it is their duty so to explain it 
in order to justify the innocence of legal 
guilt from the circum stantial evidence. 
The existence of inculpative facts m ust be 
absolutely incom patible with the innocence 
of the accused, and incapable of explana­ 
tion upon any other reasonable hypothesis 
than that of their guilt. 
It is not sufficient for tbe jury to find 
that the resolution was adopted for the ap­ 
pointm ent of a secret com m ittee in Camp 
20- February 8th, but it m ust further ap­ 
pear to your satisfaction, beyond all reason­ 
able doubt, that such a com m ittee was in 
fact appointed by defendant Beggs, and 
that such appointm ent was in pursuance 
or in furtherance of a conspiracy to com ­ 
m it the crim e set out in the ind ictm en t; 
and yon m ust further be satisfied, beyond 
all reasonable doubt, that defendant Beggs 
had a knowledge of the purpose for which 
said com m ittee was asked, or, if appointed, 
assented to its purpose subsequently, or 
you w ill not be justified in finding a par­ 
ticipation in such conspiracy on the pait of 
delendant Beggs by reason of the facts 
herein stated. 
That defendant Beggs was 
a m ember of the U nited Brotherhood 
and presiding officer of Camp 20 are not 
circumstances, 
standing 
alone, 
tending 
to 
establish 
h is 
guilt 
of 
the 
crim e 
charged 
in 
the 
indictm ent 
and as there is no evidence in the case that 
any covert act was com mitted by the de­ 
fendant Beggs in the com m ission of the al 
leged murder charged in the indictment; 
therefore, unless established that a con 
spiracy was entered into to com m it the 
murder charged in said 
indictm ent 
which conspiracy said Beggs was a party, 
he should be acquitted. 
The testim ony of 
verbal admissions, statements and conver­ 
sations ought to be taken by yon with 
great caution, because that sort of testi­ 
m ony is subject to m uch imperfection and 
m istake, although you may believe defend­ 
ant Beggs at a m eeting of Camp 20, on 
May 10th, remarked in substance that the 
com m ittee was to report to him , and even 
if you should further believe that such re­ 
mark possessed som e crim inal import, yet 
in no view that can be taken of his case 
w ill you be justified in using such a re­ 
mark as evidence against any other defend-

B o s t o n , December 13th.—The Federation 
of Labor resumed its session this m orning 
and the follow iog was passed: 
Resolved, We approve the abolition of child" 
labor before the age of fourteen years. 
The Com mittee on R esolutions reported 
favorably on the following: Favor the regu­ 
lation or abolition of prison labor; that the 
Federation declares its desire that Congress 
restore tbe wages in the Government Print­ 
ing office to the rate prevailing in 1S77. aud 
indorse the effort of the Tvpogtaphieal 
Union of W ashington to secure the sam e. 
The follow ing was adopted: 
Whereas, It is know n th at c rtain em ployers 
of labor in various parts of th e country are 
forcing em ployes to sign aw ay tlielr lights as 
citizens, th e Federation dem ands ot the various 
Legislatures th a t they enact law s m aking such 
m ethods unlaw ful. 
The Com mittee on the President’s A d­ 
dress submitted a final report in the matter 
of the alien contract.

Your com m ittee are agreed that exist­ 
ing conditions w ill not justify the hope 
that at this tim e all crafts w ili be prepared 
to enforce tbe eight-hour system ou the 1st 
of May. 1890.

A lso, that all trades affiliated shall ap­ 
point com m ittees to confer with the em ­ 
ployers to secure, if possible, the reduction 
of the hours of labor to eight. 
Adopted. 
The consideration of the constitution was 
then resumed, and am endm ent adopted de­ 
claring that the President, two \ ice-Prest- 
dents, Secretary and Treasurer shal consti­ 
tute the Executive Council.

D isp e rsio n o f P la n ts . 
It is a m atter of common tradition that 
many of the worst pests of our fields were 
introduced by the early colonists under 
some m istaken notion of their value. 
In 
all newly-settled parts of the world the 
same m istake is being repeated oyer and 
over again. 
An Englishm an w riting to 
S a tu re from one of th e South Sea Islands 
sa v s: 
Thousands of acres of pasturage have 
been destroyed in this island by the distri­ 
bution by birds of tlie /ysfiu iu , which was 
unfortunately introduced here by the first 
Roman Catholic ::.:--ionaries to form a 
hedge for their property at St. Louis or 
Conception. 
T he “G endarm e plant” was brought here 
in a pillow by a gendarme from T ahiti. It 
was a seed attached to a w ing o f silk cot­ 
ton. 
T be gendarme shook out his pillow , 
the wind carried the seed to a suitable spot, 
and now it vies w ith the 
Lantana in de­ 
stroying our pastures. 
T he seeds of water plants are conveyed 
to vast distances, adhering to the hairs and 
feathers of the legs of water birds—ducks, 
herons and waders of all sorts.

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FUTURE RULERS. 


INFLUENCE OF THE STANFORD UNI­ 
VERSITY ON THE NATION. 


I>r. Dille Pays a Glowing Tribute to the 
W isdom of the Great 
riiiU intliropist. 


“ The Religions and Educational Out­ 
look for California and the Pacific Coast” 
was the subject upon which Dr. Dille 
preached an unusually interesting sermon 
in Oakland on Sunday morning. He out­ 
lined the church work of the future in un­ 
sparing terms, expressing the fixed belief 
that the time has passed when the church 
can live on its reputation. The church of 
the future must work; it must do what it 
professes to do, becoming a saving torce in 
society. There is great need of evangelic 
work on this coast, and if the church hopes 
to live and thrive here it must go into the 
field with its sleeves rolled up and the ener­ 
getic exercise of its religious brawn. 
Dr. Dille spuke in the highest terms of 
the grand educational work Leland Stan­ 
ford Í3 doing at Palo Aito. The closing 
portion of his sermon on this subject will 
be read with the utmost interest: 
“The church cannot live any longer as it 
has in the past on traditions and sacer­ 
dotalism and ecclesiasticism. It can only 
live as it proves itself the beneficent and 
helpful aud saving agency that it claims 
to be. It will go to the wall, and it ought to 
go to the wall, if it does not satisfy the 
utilitarian spirit of the age. It will go 
down unless humanity learns more and 
more to look for its colors at the head of 
the advancing column of human progress, 
aud to know that where they float are Us 
beat friends. 
“In the hlstoiy ef the Pacific coast yet 
to be written, the years 1887 90 will be put 
down as the second era of immigration to 
our shores, as 49 52 comprised the first; 
and to-day we need the foresight, the con­ 
secration. the liberality and the self denial 
of the men and women of the pioneer dajs 
—the pilgrim fathers and mothers of the 
Pacific coast—to provide for this tide of 
immigration as they provided for that of 
’49. Our religious and educational institu­ 
tions must be on a scale commensurate 
with the empire that is being founded 
hene. 
' And what we want is a broad philan­ 
thropy that shall deal with the problems of 
the hour—a philanthropy that shall not 
content itself with giving bread and cloth­ 
ing to the poor—with helping them in the 
lower things of life; but will help them in 
the higher things, and thus enabie them to 
help themselves in the lowest things. The 
truest pbilauthrophy is an education and a 
religion that saves men from their ignor­ 
ance and their sins, and thus enables them 
to save themselves from the pauperism aDd 
misery and vice that ignorance and sin im­ 
poses. The true philanthropy is not con­ 
tent with ameliorating a condition; it goes 
deeper and removes the causes of that con­ 
dition. 
“It is better to remove the causes of our 
social evils and miseries than to provide 
temporary relief for them. Philanthropy 
never reaches its highest expression until 
it ceases to content itself with the mere 
amelioration of misery, and puts forth its 
efforts to relieve humanity of its ignor­ 
ance, snperstition and vice, and so of its 
woes“The progress of humanity may be meas­ 
ured by the character of the monuments 
and memorials erected in every age, to per­ 
petuate the memory of the builders or of 
their departed friends. The desire to per­ 
petuate our own memory, or that of our 
loved ones, is human ; but to do so as to 
bless the living is divine. From the days 
that the pyramids were built to hold the 
dust of forgotten kings to the noon of the 
nineteenth ceDtury piles of cold granite 
have been heaped above the dead to gratify 
a narrow aDd selfish affection or ambition ; 
but these monuments fail of their object, 
and are powerless to rescue those who 
sleep beneath them from oblivion. Here 
in our Mountain View Cemetery rises a 
sky-piercing shaft which cost $100,000— 
enough to have endowed a college or an 
observatory, or to have founded a score of 
Christian churches. I know the builder of 
that monument has many worthier ones, 
but I leave it to you to judge whether in 
the light of the nineteenth century, with 
its golden opportunities and pressing needs, 
with the elevation, education and salvation 
only a question of dollars and cents, such a 
use of money is either wise or benevolent. 
“Look at the Lick Observatory, erected 
to perpetuate the memory of a man, and 
for the yet nobler purpose of revealing the 
stellar universe. Look yonder at Palo 
Alto, where lies the dust of Leland Stan­ 
ford, Jr., a native son of the Golden West, 
where those valuable acres, with millions 
of dollars to beautify them, have been ded­ 
icated to the education and uplifting of the 
sons and daughters of California, as well as 
to the memory of an only and gifted son. 
‘ I have recently had the privilege of 
reading the MSS of Senator Stanford’s in­ 
structions to the Trustees of his university 
(they are not yet published) and of a brief 
conversation with him as i his plans con­ 
cerning it, and I am fully . onvinced that 
his princely gift is of more :eal value to our 
people than twice the same enormus sum 
wotild have been if applied to the erection 
and endowment of hospitals, asylums or 
other institutions of an eleemosynary char­ 
acter, since it tends to obviate the need of 
charity. 
“It is conceived something on the plan of 
Cooper Institute aud Unica, though on a 
far greater scale—though the latter institu­ 
tion has given a free indus rial and techni­ 
cal education to 40,000 y >ung men aud 
womeD, 4,00i) of whom strewed flowers on 
the grave of Peter Cooper, its nobie founder, 
when, full of years and honors, he was 
borne to his burial. 
“As to the moral atmosphere that is to 
pervade the Palo Alto University, its 
founder gives a sufficient guarantee when 
he says: 'I desire that the pupils shall be 
m ade to realize the evil3 ot intemperance 
and the economic burdens it imposes.’ 
H e then refers to the fact that more adult 
males are engaged in selling liquor iu this 
country than are engaged in tilling the 
soil, and estimates that the loss to society 
by the traffic in distilled liquors is twenty- 
five per cent, of the nation's production. If 
lie would include the traffic in fermented 
and brewed liquors t which is equally de­ 
structive) he might add that the two to­ 
gether, directly or indirectly, destroys 
nearly one-half of all that is produced. 
“There are to be no saloons at Palo Alto, 
but there is to be a church there, which the 
Senator says is to be the costliest building 
there, seating 1,200; for, says Mr. Stanford, 
*of all buildings, that devoted to divine 
service should he the best. 
“There is to be religious instruction, too, 
in the Stanford University. While the ar­ 
ticles of endowment most properly and 
wisely prohibit sectarianism, they provide 
for religious teaching. The great truths of 
the immortality of the soul, and of the de­ 
pendence upon, and responsibility to, the 
Creator are to be studiously inculcated. 
‘ Of course this secular institution will 
not, in my opinion, equal our Christian 
schools for Christians, nor will it surpass 
them in the literary and scientific training 
it will give: and as for cheapness of board 
and tuition the Senator says that with all 
its vast endowment it will not be able to 
make a student's expenses as low as they 
are at one of our M : thodist colleges on this 
coast. 
. 
. 
B u t the gift of that great university to 
our highly favored commonwealth places 
Leia'-.d Stanford as the foremost benefactor, 
not nly in this State, but of the nation. 
“If doing a great deed with a lofty mo­ 
tive constitutes greatness, then he deserves 
to be called a great man. What grander 
enterprise can be conceived than a People s 
University, and what sublimer motive 
than that which builds for youth, in­ 
telligence, religion ? 
“In the coming years when tne names of 
many of California’s millionaires will be 
forgotten, when their fortunes shall have 
been wasted by unworthy heirs, or sunk in 
unsuccessful business ventures—nay, when 
their marble mausoleums shall mean noth­ 
ing to humanity, and stir no response in 
any human heart; that monument of Le­ 
land Stanford will stand to keep his hon­ 
ored name alive, to link it forever to the 
destiny of our queenly young State throned 
here by the West, and wearing the uni-1 


versity as the brightest jewel in her crown. 
It will stand to remind generation^ yet un­ 
born that when this good, great man was 
left childless, he made the sons and daugh­ 
ters of the Golden West the heirs of his 
munificence, and reared a monument that 
shall forever be a benediction and an in- 
spiratvm to youth and aspiration and hope. 
• ij .izoi said that one-tnird of the stu­ 
dents in the European universities break 
down in early life through dissipation; an­ 
other third die prematurely from overwork; 
the remaining third govern Europe. 
“By his wise precaution against dissipa­ 
tion, and by his provision for the symmet­ 
rical education of both hand and brain. 
Senator Stanford's University is likely to 
furnish a larger proportion of the future 
rulers of this new empire.” 
PROMINENT PIONEERS. 
Sketch of the Life of G eneral W illiam A. 
Davies. 
The San Francisco Commercial-Record 
publishes the following sketch of the life of 
a gentleman who has many warm friends 
in Sacramento as well as every other part 
of the State: 
Few gentlemen of the many we have 
spoken of in this series are better known 
to our people than the subject of this 
sketch. lie was well-known here, indeed, 
before he took up his residence in this city, 
through his visits aud his business in the 
iuterior. The present sketch will, there­ 
fore, be read with interest, and the more so 
as it is the first time all the leading facts 
have been published. 
Mr. Davies was bora in Utica, X. Y. 
There his father, Thomas Davies, settled 
and began business about the year 1820. 
That gentleman was a native of Wales, but 
came to this country when quite young. 
William A. Davies attended the select 
schools of Utica and received an excellent 
education. 
In that city, indeed, repre­ 
sentatives of his family still reside. The 
prospects in California led to his coming to 
thisState. In early times, too, the venture 
here was such as to appeal to those am­ 
bitious to succeed in life. We doubt, how­ 
ever, if Mr. Davies intended to remain 
when he first came. The likelihood is, he 
desired to judge of the country. This is 
borne out by the fact that he came alone, 
his wife remainiug East. California fully 
met his expectations, however, and he ac­ 
cordingly sent for her the following spring, 
and she came to California by way of the 
Isthmus. 
Mr. Davies made the voyage to this 
State by way of Cape Horn. He sailed 
from New York on the clipper ship Harriet 
Hoxie, and was 132 days on the passage, 
arriving here August 3, 1852, so that he 
came close to the pioneer era. The vessel 
stopped at Valparaiso for a short time for 
supplies. On board were three families 
who had been to California, so that the 
passengers learned considerable from them 
as to the new State—Peter Craig’s family 
(the well-known undertaker) and those of 
Mr. Perrin and Captain Haiue. Shortly 
after his arrival Mr. Davies went to Tu­ 
olumne county. He remained there but a 
short time, however, going afterwards to 
Calaveras county, near Murphy’s Camp. 
This was in December, 1852. Mr. O’Brien, 
the present Tax Collector, was mining 
there at the same time. He remained in 
that county until 1857, when he returned 
to Tuolumne county, where he entered 
business. For some twelve years he re­ 
sided in the latter county. 
Iu 1809 Mr. Davies removed to Stock­ 
ton to enter the Internal Revenue Service. 
Upon the union of the two districts in 1875 
he was transferred here and has since 
made this city his home, Iu 1879 Mr. 
Davies was appointed Deputy Controller 
under Governor Perkins’ administration. 
In 1882, nominated for Controller, he re­ 
ceived a very flattering vote at the polls. 
The whole Republican ticket that year 
was beaten, however, owing to causes not 
necessary for us to enter on, and Mr. Da­ 
vies shared the fate of his ticket. Follow- 
lowing this he engaged in farming in Sac­ 
ramento county for a time on the Cosumnes 
bottoms, about half way between Stockton 
and Sacramento. Returning to this city 
he was subsequently appointed Deputy 
County Clerk during Mr. Ruddick’s term. 
Nominated last year for County Clerk our 
readers are familiar with the handsome 
majority he rolled up, thus showing con­ 
clusively the favor with which he is re­ 
garded bv our people. 
During war times Mr. Davies was a 
staunch Union man. He was instrumental 
indeed in building tip the Third Brigade 
to a condition of efficiency for any service 
it might be called rn to perform at that 
time. This was in Tuolumne county. He 
organized the Fir-t infantry Battalion, 
and on the forming of the Brigade was ap­ 
pointed Brigadier General, which honor­ 
able position he held for a period of eleven 
years. He, therefore, fully merits a Gen­ 
eral's title, but as there is no pride of this 
kind iu his composition, or any desire for 
show or applause, he has never assumed 
it. Four children vere born to Mr. Da­ 
vies. William S., tbe eidest. a young man 
of bright promise, was cut oil in the flower 
of his years. He graduated at West Point 
in the class o f’74. His death occurred at 
Fort Wingate, February 4, 1888. He had 
served from the time of his graduating up 
to his death. In 1884 he received promo­ 
tion to a First Lieutenancy. Not his 
father alone, but all who knew him, 
mourned his death, for kind-hearted and 
generous, he was a man esteemed and 
liked by all. Mrs. Davies died in Stock­ 
ton in 1875, and the youngest daughter, 
Mrs. Laura H. Graham, in this city in 
1887. The other two, Mrs. Kate McKune 
and Thomas A. Davie», reside in this city. 
Except to the Masonic body Mr. Davies 
belongs to few clubs or societies. In Ma­ 
sonry, however, he is prominent, and has 
been for many years. He is P. G. M. of 
the Grand Lodge, Past Grand High 
Priest of the Graud Chapter, R. A. M.; 
Past Grand Master of the Grand Council, 
R. and S. M.; Past Grand Commander of 
the Grand Commandery, Knights Tem­ 
plar; Past Grand Commander-in-C'hief 
Grand Consistory and President of Conven­ 
tion of High Priests. 
In manner Mr. Davies is pleasant and 
cordial. He is entirely unassuming and 
courteous to all he comes in contact with. 
He has had his share of sorrow in the loss 
of his wife and children, but this he has 
borne with true Christian resignation. 
Warm-hearted and generous in all his im­ 
pulses, that he has the esteem of all who 
know him is but natural. His has cer­ 
tainly been an honorable and industrious 
career, and in this very fact there is a eu­ 
logy higher and fuller than could be pen­ 
ned of him. In his record, indeed, his 
people have every reason for justifiable 
pride.

LESLIE MACLEOD ON SUN0L AND THE 
PALO ALTO FARM. 


Tne W orkings of Senator Stanford’* Cel­ 
ebrated K indergarten—M arvin’s 
Training. 


[From the New York Tribune.] 
The performance of Senator Leland 
Stanford’s trotting wonder, Sunoi, and the 
sale of the filly to Robert Bonner for a 
price that is supposed to be over $50,000, 
puts the name of that precocious young 
performer iu every horseman’s mouth, but 
the many padded columus that have been 
devoted to the Palo Alto phenomenon 
have been written at long range. W ith a 
view to gathering some rock-ribbed facts 
about the mare, the writer asked Leslie E. 
Macleod, the junior editor of Wallacés 
Monthly, who spent last winter at Palo 
Alto, and thereby became intimately ac­ 
quainted with the mare and her training, 
for particulars. 
“I was at Palo Alto,” said Mr. Macleod, 
“from the middle of January to the 1st of 
April, and, of course, had extraordinary 
opportunity for observation. Sunol is a 
difficult animal to describe, for the reason 
that she has an individuality and conform­ 
ation her own. She is a beautiful bay in 
color and stands fifteen hands two inches 
high at the withers, while measured at 
the quarters she is full sixteen hands high. 
This conformation you will see at a glance 
is very favorable to high speed—it is the 
greyhound type, and necessarily gives 
great length to the rear quarters and legs, 
and hence great stride. Maud S. is of that 
conformation and so is Electioneer, the 
sire of Sunol, but among all the celebrities 
of the trotting turf none have it to the 
seemingly exaggerated extent observed 
in Sunol’s outlines. She has an exquisitely 
handsome head, marred somewhat, how­ 
ever, by a rather sour expression, and the 
neck is of good length and very beauti­ 
fully lined. The shoulder is prominent, 
running obliquely to a rather low aud 
smoothly turned withers. 
Her depth 
through the heart region and the forma­ 
tion of the chest give the requisite lung 
capacity. There is just the slightest tend­ 
ency to roach in her back, hut the coupling 
is strong and the loin broad. The lower 
line of herbarrel runs harmoniously, if I 
may so express it, with her hack, curving 
high at the flank, and this, though she is 
not very light-waisted, in connection with 
her great length from the hip to the hock, 
gives her the most greyhouudish appear­ 
ance imaginable. She is not particularly 
handsome, as the popular idea of the 
equine beauty goes, but her speedy and 
rakish look has a charm for the critical 
eye. She has the sloping rump that trot­ 
ting horsemen define as ‘the pacing con­ 
formation,’ and some critics see in these 
outlines a resemblance to that great cam­ 
paigner, Goldsmith Maid.” 
“Tell me about her temper. Has she a 
good disposition ?” 
“She is one of the most nervous, high- 
strung and cranky animals that ever vexed 
the heart of a trainer. Not that she is 
particularly vicious, but she is amazingly 
irritable, and acts as though every indi­ 
vidual hair was an exposed nerve. 1 have 
seen it stated that Mr. Bonner will drive 
her in Central Park. I do not think he 
will either drive or shoe her.” 
“How was she trained ?” 
“Charles Marvin, Senator Stanford’s 
trainer, is a man of great resources in his 
profession, an indefatigable worker, and a 
close student of the mental traits of the 
horses he trains. He is far and away the 
most successful tro;t:ng-horse trainer of 
this age, and a man of even temper and 
superior intelligence. My visit to Palo 
Alto was for the purpose of preparing for 
publication a work on training, written by 
Mr. Marvin, and necessarily I had to study 
the Palo Alto methods closely. The usual 
course was followed with Sunol. The colt 
at Palo Alto is weaned at about five months 
old, and is then taught to lead by the hal­ 
ter. After he becomes thoroughly accus­ 
tomed to this he is given his first prepara­ 
tion for his turf career. This is on the 
miniature track, or, as I call it, the kinder­ 
garten, and, mark you, this innovation is 
one of the distinctive features of the sys­ 
tem of training which Senator Stanford 
and Mr. Marvin have perfected. This is 
a covered track, about one-fifteenth of a 
mile in circumference, and, in fact, a coun­ 
terpart in miniature of the regulation 
mile track. 
The colt is led around it un­ 
til the novelty wears off, and is then 
turned loose, after being carefully booted 
with perfect fitting shin and quarter boot*. 
Of course the colt’s first impulse is to gal­ 
lop around the track, but he soon settles 
into a trot, and he is thereafter kept at it 
as much as possible, being controlled by 
the voices and the whips of the trainers, 
but he is never struck or treated with the 
slightest violence. 
“The youngsters learn surprisingly fast 
what is wanted of them, and after a few 
months take the exercise with scarcely a 
mistake. 
Prominent among the good 
features of this training eouipment, it may 
be mentioned that it sifts the good from 
the bad, and enables the trainer to pick 
out those that are most promising. This 
is no small advantage at a place of the ex­ 
tent of Palo Alto, whero there are about 
300 brood marcs in the stud, and from 70 
to 100 horses and colts always in train­ 
ing.”“How long does this training on the 
miniature track continue?” 
“Until the colt is about fourteen months 
old, it is the only training. After that he 
is worked, both in harness and on the 
miniature track, until, say two years old, 
when he sees the last of the kindergarten. 
At about fourteen months of age the colt 
is broken to harness, and his work begins 
on the mile track. This work consists in 
short, sharp brushes to develop high speed, 
and this ‘brush system’ is also a Palo Alto 
innovation. 
This, with the miniature 
track, has been criticised by trainers of 
the old school, hut their criticisms do not 
have much weight against the fact that 
horses bred and trained at Palo Alto hold 
the fastest trotting record for yearlings, 
two-vcar-olds, three-vear-olds and four- 
year-olds, and Sunol’s three-year-old rec­ 
ord is within one-half second of Jay Eye- 
See’s five-year-old record. 
“To show how little Mr. Marvin prac­ 
tices the old system of drilling horses 
many slow miles, instead of driving short 
distances at high speed, I may say that 
Sunol was never driven around a mile 
track at speed until a day or two before 
her first race at Los Angeles, Cal., as a 
two-year-old. She was then worked a 
mile" in 2:404, and another in 2:38. Two 
days before the race she worked a little 
faster, and won the race in 2:321, 2:25. 
Then work was resumed on the usual Palo 
Alto plan, and she was driven no more 
miles until August 19th, at Petaluma, 
where she was worked in 2:33 and 2:33, and 
won a race on the 21st in 2:281, 2:2fr|. 
Then she was taken home, and not worked 
a mile until October, when she was twice ’ 
given a mile and repeat well within her j 
limit. A few days later she lowered the 
two-year-old record to 2:201, and she was 
not drivsn at speed again a full mile until ; 
she made her marvelous two-year-old 
record of 2:13, and this year she has low- ’ 
ered the three-year-old trotting record 7} 
seconds—from 2:18 to 2:101. This per­ 
formance at three years old, is a much 
greater one than Maud S.’s 2:085 at ma" 
turity. 
“The breeding of her grandam is. It is 
contended by Senator Stanford and others : 
that Waxy, her grandam, was by Lexing- j 
ton, out of a daughter of Gray Eagle, but 
this Mr. Wallace, the editor of the Trot- 


tiny Rcyigter, disputes with evidence that 
will not down. Mr. Wallace does not contend 
that Waxy was not a racing-bred mare, 
but concedes that she probably had run­ 
ning blood. He does contend, however, 
and successfully, I think, that she was not 
by Lexington out of Gray Eagle mare. 
Waxv only started once in a race and she 
performed so wretchedly that her owners 
gave her away immediately after it. But 
she was the darn of the good race mare 
Alpha, the best of the get of imported 
Hercules, and this is presumptive evidence 
that she was racing bred. Electioneer, 
the sire of Sunol, was bred at Stony Ford, 
New York, and General Benton, the sire 
of her dam, Waxana, was also bred in 
New York. Whatever her grandam was, 
Sunol must be conceded to be the most 
marvelous trotting machine tiiat has yet 
appeared, and the greatest triumph of Sen­ 
ator Stanford, her breeder, and Marvin, 
her trainer. And as I have shown, New 
York shares the glorv with California.”

ING FAEM PRODUCTS.

T he proper conditions of the article sent 
to m arket, and its appearance on arrival, 
is an im portant m atter in securing the 
highest prices. 
One of th e difficulties en­ 
countered by commission m erchants is the 
proper understanding by farmers of the 
quotations sent out by the merchants, 
those having produce for sale always tak­ 
ing the highest prices as the guide, and it 
sometimes causes disappointm ent to the 
shipper when his articles fail to bring the 
highest prices quoted. As a rule there are 
both the highest and lowest prices given, 
and the m erchant cannot sell an article at 
the higher figure unlessTt is choice. 
All 
articles sent to m arket vary in quality, 
and purchasers sometimes have a large 
supply from which to select. 
The greater 
the supply the more particular buyers be­ 
come as regards quality, and for th at rea­ 
son the competition is often very close, 
causing fluctuations, and inferior goods 
m ust be sacrificed because the demand will 
oulv exist for th at which is good. 
This 
fact should teach farmers the importance 
of estim ating the expected receipts from 
the lowest quotations given instead of from 
the highest. 


IMPORTANCE OF GRADING ARTICLES. 
On every farm something better than 
the average quality of produce may be ob­ 
tained, but there is also more or less pro­ 
duce that is inferior. 
In order to dispose 
of all—the good and inferior— the whole 
is sent to m arket together. This occasions 
a loss, as the inferior produce will affect 
the prices to a m arked degree, and lessen 
the amuunt th at would otherwise be ob­ 
tained if all articles were graded and 
shipped separately. 
It entails an increase 
in the cost of handling and transportation 
to send in hulk, without regard to quality, 
as it is more economical to retain the in­ 
ferior articles on the farm, shipping only 
those th at are choice, rather than attem pt­ 
ing to increase the supply, and lessen the 
demand, by shipping all grades in one lot. 
The receipts from choice articles will be 
more than from a m ixture, and the farmer, 
if he will carefully grade his article?, will, 
in a majority of cases, be well satisfied 
w ith the returns from the merchant. 


QUALITY RULES THE MARKET. 
Q uantity does not regulates the prices 
alone. 
Should the m arket be fully sup­ 
plied purchasers will continue to accept 
something better than th at already in m ar­ 
ket, and will pay higher prices therefor. 
Q uality rules in all transactions, and the 
farmer must keep this fact before him 
always if he expects to secure a fair profit. 
Thousands of tons of goods are annually 
sacrificed th at would have been more valu­ 
able if kept away from m arket; but there 
has never been a time when choice goods 
did not bring fair prices, no m atter how 
large the supply. 
It should be a rule with 
all shippers never to send anything to 
m arket th at is not of the best quality. 
It 
costs too much, proportionately, to re­ 
ceipts, to ship inferior produce, and, as 
quality 
regulates 
th e 
prices, farmers 
should endeavor to produce the best only, 
and thereby secure profit.—Philadelphia 
Record. 
ISOLATED FRUIT TREES. 
It is usually admitted th at trees for fruit 
are more profitable when standing alone 
th an when planted in orchards. 
Such 
trees, says a w riter in the Albany Cultivator, 
are freer to send out roots, as well as to re­ 
ceive greater abundance of sunshine and 
better circulation of air. For several years 
we have had an illustration of these ad­ 
vantages in a white pippin tree which 
6tands alone near the barn. 
It has grown 
vigorously, sending out it? branches later­ 
ally, until it covers quite an area. 
N ot­ 
w ithstanding its annual load of fruit, vary­ 
ing from ten to twenty-five bushels, it 
shows no signs of decay as do other trees of 
the same variety in the orchard planted at 
the same time. 
It has been free to grow 
as it chooses, with occasional pruning and 
no cultivation. The fruit is much superior 
to the same kind grown in the orchard, 
and we can depend upon a cropi from the 
tree w hether the season is favorable or not. 
The space thus occupied m ight have been 
left unplanted, hut it certainly was better 
to have an attractive and profitable fruit 
tree than to allow the ground to grow up 
w ith worthless grass and weeds. 
Such a 
tree yields very profitable returns with 
comparatively no labor. 
In the orchard 
there are trees th at sometimes have no 
fruit on one side because of the proxim ity 
of others. 
In time these unproductive 
side?, because of the absence of sunshine, 
begin to decay, which is very injurious to 
the tree. 
N ot so w ith the tree that is fully 
exposed. 
The same observation is equally 
true of nut-bearing trees. 
The chestnut, 
for example, seldom is productive in a 
thick woods, bnt when it stands alone it 
bears the greatest num ber of nuts th at are 
fully m atured. 
1 think th at the odd comers about the 
premises can be used to no better advant­ 
age than by planting them w ith such trees 
as are long-lived and can take care of 
themselves when grown. 
I t is not hard to 
find a num ber of such spots, as fence cor­ 
ners, corners of lots, and unobserved places 
on the lawn. 
It may require strong pro­ 
tection for the young trees in these out-of- 
the-way places" to prevent injury from 
the stock, but this can he provided when 
the anim als have access to the lots only a 
part of the year, and the returns will 
more than balance the trouble of con­ 
structing such a protection. 


IMPROVING SEEDS. 
Many farmers are too much given to 
buying novelties in seeds. 
It may be ad­ 
visable to change seeds occasionally, but 
the constant 


Season all soft food w ith a pinch of 
salt. 
A small quantity of flax-seed meal 
m ixed w ith th eir m orning meal is strongly 
advised. 
It makes th eir plumage bright 
and glossy, and deepens the color of their 
combs and earlobes. 
M oulting hens require extra attention. 
T heir rations should consist of a variety of 
foods, rich in all the elements nutrition, 
for every want of the system must be satis­ 
fied before the process of feather-m aking 
can be m aterially assisted. 
Dry limes is too caustic to be given 
alone. 
Keep a vessel of lime-water con­ 
venient, and m ix a small quantity with 
soft food and also w ith their drinking- 
water. 
Lim e water is a corrective of 
bowel diseases, and is also a remedy for 
soft-shelled eggs. 
M ake fresh dust baths and sprinkle 
them slightly w ith carbolic acid. 
Provide 
a plentiful supply of grit or sharp gravel. 
K eep feedlng-tronghs and drinking ves­ 
sels clean and wholesome. 
And toward 
the close of the m oulting season m ake a 
num ber of nice new nests, for hens thus 
cared for will pay for the trouble by heap­ 
ing your egg-baskets when the m arket is 
at its b est 
The value of liaie in the poultry-yard 
cannot 
be 
overestim ated; 
experience 
teaches that there is nothing more effec­ 
tive as an insect destroyer than a thick 
coating of whitewash made of fresh lime 
and an infusion of crude carbolic acid. 
Cleanse the house thoroughly before ap­ 
plying, and cover every accessible portion 
of "the woodwork, especially the perches 
and the sill? on which they roost. 
A gen­ 
eral fumigation of sulphur and tobacco is 
also advantageous.—.huerican Agriculturist. 


SPREADING MANURE IN WINTER. 
M anure made in the w inter should, 
when it is possible, be spread as it is made, 
on the laud where it is to be used. 
I t is a 
fact that cannot 1* controverted, and has 
been abundantly proved, both by reason 
an 1 practice, that m anure is never worth 
more than the day it is made. 
N othing 
is added to it, but usually much is lost 
from it by lapse of time. 
Except on 
steeply-sloping ground, the m anure is safe 
from all danger of loss, and is put where it 
will do the most good when it is spread on 
th e land direct from the stable. 
There is 
no more handling of it, and if it is rained 
upon all th at is dissolved from it goes 
into the soil, just where it is wanted. 
Hence it is a convenience and an economy 
to haul out th e m anure and spread it as 
soon as a wagonload is gathered. 


FARM NOTES. 
It is better to have a good home m arket 
for fruit than to pack and ship to a dis­ 
tance for slightly higher prices. 
I t is best to keep the black knot well cut 
off to keep it under control. 
Be sure to 
burn the pieces which are taken off. 
Take pains to remove 
all needless, 
crooked or crossing limbs of fruit trees, 
and shape the trees well, besides providing 
for future healthy bearing. 
A peach tree will bear free cutting back 
to bring it into good sh ap e; a cherry tree 
may be seriously injured by such pruning 
during the growing season, and sometimes 
the trees are killed by it. 
Every farm er ought to have a clean nest 
coop in which to throw a few chicks for 
fattening. 
If penned and fed clean food 
systematically, three weeks should have 
them in condition for th e table. 
Do not 
forget this. 
W hen a limb is cut from a tree it should 
be as close to the body as possible. 
The 
cut should be a smooth one, without bruis­ 
ing the bark, and the cut surface should 
be covered with some kind of cheap paint 
m ixed in oil. 
More apples were shipped from America 
to Europe last year than ever before in a 
single year, the total being 1,401,382 bar­ 
rels. The largest previous shipm ents were 
in the year 1881-82, when the exports 
reached 1,328,806 barrels. 
A physician of Salem, N. J ., has a morn­ 
ing glory growing in his yard th a t is quite 
a phenomenon, a seed in one of the blooms 
having sprouted and grown into a vine of 
considerable length, on the end of which 
is another bloom. 
Diseases can be transm itted in the poul­ 
try as readily as w ith other kinds of stock, 
and in selecting the stock kept breeding 
care should be taken to only select those 
th at are healthy as well as being the best 
in other respects. 
One cause for mildew on gooseberries, 
grapes, etc., is too thick foliage or being 
grown w ith too thick tops. 
T hin out 
thoroughly and prevent mildew to a great 
extent. 
Currants and gooseberries should 
be heavily mulched w ith any coarse litter. 
If you expect those calves you are rais­ 
ing to m ake good cows you want to keep 
them growing right on through the fall 
months. 
I t is easier to keep them in good 
condition for going into w inter quarters 
than to get them there if poor when w inter 
comes. 
F or the m arket fruit orchard a few well- 
paying sorts fill the b ill; for a family fruit 
orchards varieties should be selected w ith 
reference to their real quality—not for 
their fashionableness in m arket— and to 
securing a liberal supply for every month 
in the year. 
A gill of carbolic acid in a bucket of wa­ 
ter sprinkled over the floors of the pig­ 
pens and over the yard will be found a 
considerable help in purifying these places. 
If m ixed w ith a little elbow grease and ap­ 
plied at the end of a twig broom it will be 
still more effective. 
Pure water on the farm may he affected 
by the water from the surface. 
The well, 
being deep, also becomes a drain hole for 
the water below the surface. 
No slop or 
filthy water should be throw n near a well, 
and the surroundings should be well graded 
w ith clay and gravel. 
A cross of a Leghorn male and female 
L ight Brahm a make excellent early ma­ 
turing chicks, and this is what the m arket 
demands. 
Those who cater to the m arkets 
should be wide awake, and see how to 
meet the demand quickly and obtain top 
prices. 
This pays every time. 
The training of an anim al should begin 
the first week of its life. 
It should early 
be taught to have confidence in its owner, 
_ 
. 
. . 
.. 
, and to follow him at his call. 
The in­ 
changing of varieties from i fjaence gained over the animal in its early 
- 
' ....... life will greatly lessen the difficulty of later 
management. 
For a peach orchard D r. W arden has re­ 
m arked th at we want not only the high 
ground on which to plant the trees, but 
also, and in close connection, deep hollows 
into which the cold air can descend on 
frosty nights, thus saving the blopsom bnds 
or the young fruit, which would otherwise 
be killed. 
The tim e to feed highly flavored foods 
th at affect the m ilk, such as cabbages or 
turnips, should be after m ilking. 
Those 
who have made experim ent in that direc­ 
tion claim th at by feeding the cows on 
such foods after m ilking, the volatile fla­ 
voring oils are carried into the circulation 
and elim inated before the next m ilk to be 
drawn is affected by the odors. 
U ntil farmers have generally learned 
th at good roads are as necessary to their 
success as good crops, th e country roads 
will be generally b a d ; and no legislation 
will make them otherwise, unless it be by 
levying a direct tax for road purposes and 
appointing official road-makers w ith sala­ 
ries, whose duties shall be the m aking of 
roads and keeping them in repair. 
Plucking fowls is a tedious process. 
If 
there are any who w ant to operate w ith­ 
out the aid of the scalding process let 
them try the following improved m ethod: 
D ip the fowls in cold water and let them 
drip. 
Then apply finely pulverized rosin 
to the feathers, using a dredging-box for 
couvenince. 
Then scald in 
th e usual 


season to season, in th e hope of getting 
perfection, is as absurd as it is expensive. 
No judicious poultrym au will change from 
Plym outh Rocks to’Leghorns one year, to 
Langshans the next, to Red Caps the next, 
and so on through the catalogue, simply 
because he successively reads about the 
fine performances of these breeds or sees 
them in gorgeous array at the county fair. 
H e first determ ines w hat he wants chick­ 
ens for— w hether for eggs or flesh, m arket 
or home use—and after careful investiga­ 
tion selects the breed best suited to his 
purpose, adhering to them year after year, 
culling and improving, u n til he builds up 
a strain of his own w hich suits him better 
than any other strain of th at or any other 
breed. 
The wise breeder of cattle or 
horses pursues the same method; why 
should it not be best for the farmer in the 
m atter of seed ? 
T he variety of corn 
which produces such mammoth yields, that 
are read about w ith amazement and skepti­ 
cism. was b u ilt np by judicious culling, 
im proving and selection.—American Agri­ 
culturist. 
POULTBY-YARD SCRATCHING?. 
Charcoal is m uch appreciated by the 
fowls. 
T he best is formed of charred grain. 
Corn roasted like coffee and fed twice a 
week would no doubt pay for the trouble. 
W heat and oats should be fed alternately 
— oats always d ry ; wheat either dry or 
cooked. 
I have invariably had good re­ 
sults from feeding sound wheat boiled to 
bursting.

from the cow, and plunged up to its ears 
in water at 43°, will cream th e m ilk fully 
as perfectly as any other sim ilar can, in 
w hatever cabinet case it may be placed. 
There is no apparatus th at can get more 
butter fats out of m ilk than the cow puts 
into it. 
The quicker m ilk can be cooled 
down to 45°, w ith the least agitation, the 
better will be the rising of the cream.

SENSIBLE JURORS. 


A very odd case was on trial last week 
in New York, in wliich there were de­ 
velopments of good hard sense on the part 
of jurors th a t is very refreshing in this day 
and age of humbug. 
A female trance and 
m aterializing medium sued the editor of 
th e EeligioFhilosophical Journal for having 
denounced her as a traud m the columns 
of his paper. 
T he jurors called were asked 
questions som ething like these : 
“Suppose it w as proved on evidence th at was 
not disputed here th a t a form iu hum an shape 
appeared all clothed in w hite, Rnd theu dis­ 
solved into the air, w ould you believe th e evi­ 
dence?" 
• 
“No, I wouldn't. 
“ It you saw such a phenom enon yourself; if 
you passed your h an d through the form and 
found it was only vapor. w ould you th en berieve 
such a th in g was possible ?" 
“No, sir; I don’t believe an y th in g of the kind 
could happen.” 
“Suppose positive evidence was produced 
h e re to prove th a t a w om an was locked iu an 
iron cage com petent to hold a tiger, and th at 
she cam e out w ithout th e m oving of the iron 
bars or the unlocking o f th e door, w ould you 
believe it?” 
“ W ho cam e out, th e tiger 
“No, the w om an.” 
“ Na, I w ouldn't.” 
“ Would you believe in the m aterialization oí 
a spirit form if it w as revealed here beiore your 
eyes?” 
, 
“No, sir. I w ould say there was some decep­ 
tion.” 
Objection was interposed that jurors who 
m ade such replies were incom petent to 
give the complainant a fair trial of her 
case. 
The Court sensibly overruled the 
objection, and exceptions being taken there 
is likelihood th at the question involved 
will go up to the Court of Appeals. 
The 
Court in m aking his ruling said that the 
issue was, had the plaintiff been guilty of 
a trick in her “seance,” and a fraud in the 
use of her “cabinet ¥ ’ 
T hat was a m atter 
of fact to be determ ined. 
But he did not 
propose to have the trial wander over the 
domain of spiritualism to ascertain the 
fact. 
The com plainant held and argued to 
the Court, th at th e burden of proof was on 
the defendant to prove th at the woman 
had tricked the people, or been guilty of 
using confederates and fraudulent means 
to produce certain results of th e seance. 
Therefore, if jurors were accepted who 
would not believe it possible for the things 
to be that the woman claimed were genu­ 
ine, she could not have a fair trial. 
But 
the Court adhered to th e ruliug, and the 
result was that the medium was nonsuited 
and mulcted in a heavy bill of costs and 
damages. 
M e need a leaven of the posi­ 
tive jurym en of New York out this way— 
men who will not let the speculations of 
dream ers prevent them from declaring that 
th eir belief in natural law is so firm that 
they will credit th at which denies the 
uniform ity of these aws and th at is foreign 
to hum an reason. 
I t may be th at the 
upper Court will send the ease down, and 
require the Court below to accept jurors 
who are capable of swallowing as truth 
everything th at cannot at once be ex­ 
plained away. 
T he insane asylums are 
full of th at kind of timber. 


THE CONQUEST OF AFRICA 


Now th at Stanley and Em in Pasha are 
safelv out of the African desert, the ques­ 
tion of the adm inistration of the Dark 
Continent is bound to become one of greater 
interest than ever, for it may be taken as 
settled, th at civilized nations will not 
abandon the interior of the continent to 
the slave dealers, and yield the struggle to 
bring the continent into something ap­ 
proaching to the harm ony of the age of 
progress 
and 
enlightm ent. 
Egyptian 
authority on all the Upper N ile is now 
overthrown, and Egypt itself is little more 
th an a dependency of G reat B ritain. 
The 
Soudan is under the control of the M ahdi, 
for the most part, but the B ritish are 
pledged to its recovery, while Engiish 
policy is moving in the direction also of 
acquiring territory in the Lake region on 
th e east, as well as enlarging th at now 
occupied on the farthest coast of Africa. 
Italv has secured a foothold in Abyssinia 
from which she cannot be driven, the G er­ 
mans, French and Portuguese have im ­ 
portant possessions in the continent, and 
indeed it may be said th at the German 
Governm ent has th e cream of all the lo­ 
cated sections. 
The English Governm ent 
has chartered the East African Company, 
and invites Stanley to the Governorship of 
th e territory it is to occupy. 
The Congo 
F ree State is guaranteed in its independ­ 
ence, and commerce is steadily m aking i 
conquest of the river from which it de- . 
rives its name. 
T he missionary spirit | 
th at inspires Cardinal Lavegiere in h is ' 


the forerunner of commercial conquest Mid 
occupation of the regions now held oy 
savage tribes, and over w hich th e slave 
dealers roam in the search for victims. 
A ll the indications are, therefore, th at the 
D ark Continent is to be speedily brought 
under initial subjection to civilization, the 
ambition of th e nations of Europe, and the 
proselyting vigor of th e church. 
B ut the conquest of th e continent is to 
be far more difficult th aa was th at of N orth 
America. 
Tiie pioneer forces are to meet 
not only savage tribes, but those actuated 
by far grosser spirit and possessed of far less 
of the nobility of nature, than character­ 
ized the aboriginal tribes of our own con­ 
tinent. 
The natural obstacles to be over­ 
come are immensely greater than those 
encountered by our forefathers in the New 
W orld. 
The clim ate in 
the 
interior 
is at first almost unendurable by the 
white-skinned races, and acclimatization is 
a long and trying process. 
Theslave trade 
is a power to he overcome th a t w ill de­ 
m and the best efforts of civilization, and 
th at will be broken up only after a long, 
painful and persistent campaign. 
I t is 
said th at fully 300,000 slaves are sold out 
of equatorial Africa annually, and th at the 
m arket for this traffic in hum an tlesh, is 
extending and is more than ever rapacious 
in its demands. 
W hile the consumption 
is about 
300,000 hum an beings, fully 
500,000 are taken, the odd 200,000 dying 
by the way, or being knocked in the head 
by the slavers as weak and unfit for the 
journey or the m arket, while 50,000 others 
are butchered in the assaults of capture. 
Indeed, the shocking character of theslave 
traffic in Africa is beyond the powers of 
description, and the horrors of the march, 
the shipping by sea, the brutality of the 
captors and the sufferings of the unfortunate 
victims no pen can adequately describe. 
Turkey, Egypt itself, aud Persia are the 
chief slave m arkets. 
In Tripoli, Tunis 
and Morocco the traffic has revived in re­ 
cent years greatly, and in two of these 
countries the slave trade is the most im ­ 
portant source of im port revenue. 
The task now before civilization in the 
reduction of the interior of Africa, is thus 
seen to be one of the most difficult ever 
undertaken; 
but that it is to be accom­ 
plished, and th at w ithin the very early 
future, there is no longer any doubt in the 
minds of the leading men of the Govern­ 
ments which propose to uudertake it. 
In 
this conquest the 
U nited States will 
probably play no part at all im portant; 
nor is it necessary th at this country should 
deeply or officially engage in it. 
There is 
strength, and money, and determ ination on 
the other side, sufficient for the work. 


HEROIC WORDS FROM THE SOUTH. 


A ll honor 
to 
Governor Gordon, of 
Georgia. 
H e at least has discovered that 
the people of the non-seceding States did 
not take up arms in enmity to their breth­ 
ren of tire S o u th ; th at they did not rally 
about the old flag in hatred for their fel- 
low-citizens, but the higher and a nobler 
sentim ent of patriotism inspired them —a 
loftier idea than could be bounded by any 
localism or hedged in by selfishness. 
On 
the evening of November 30th Governor 
Gordon, in an eloquent speech at Chicago, 
rebuked the utterance of Bradley T. Jo h n ­ 
son in a recent letter, in which he charged 
th at a mercenary spirit actuated the peo­ 
ple of the N orthern States of the Union 
in prosecuting the war against rebellion. 
The Governor said : 
The N orth rallied round th e old flag of the re­ 
public wiili au enthusiasm and a uuiiy th a t ob­ 
literated for the tim e parties and party division. 
It enshrined iu th e deepest recesses of its holiest 
affections th e union oi these States as sacred. 
It idolized the Union as if not synonom ousw ith 
republican liberty itself, at least inseparable 
from it. To defend the Union, thereiore, to 
save th e Union and all th at th e Union involved 
to N orthern thought, was the one seutim eut 
th at dom inated pulpit, press and people, and 
roused an enthusiasm iu th is section th at swept 
like a cyclone through country' precincts, vil­ 
lages and ham lets. 
Governor Gordon is too sensible a man, 
too broad of view and too careful a student 
of history to m ake the m istake of miscon­ 
struing the motive th at actuated the peo­ 
ple of the N orth. 
Governor Gordon is a 
leader of the Southern 
Democracy—a 
man the South is proud to honor. 
H is 
words, therefore, may lie taken as a reflex 
of the better sentim ent of the South, and 
as indicating th at the true men of that 
section of oar common country entertain 
towards their brethren of the N orth no 
longer the prejudices and the ill-w ill of 
the era of the war, but are beginning to 
understand the true motive that impelled 
the N orth to arms.

SEEING THE WORLD. 


R e v . D r, H errick P ilo ts a L arge A udi 
e n c e to M any In te r e stin g P la ce s. 
The last of Rev. A. C. H errick s series of 
very interesting illustrated lectures was de­ 
livered last eveniDg at Calvary Baptist 
Church. Despite the m uddy condition of 
tire streets, there was a large attendance of 
persons, who regretted that the end of the 
instructive series had been reached. 
The first picture throw n upon the canvas 
from the stereopticon was an excellent 
portrait of L'avid Livingstone, the cele­ 
brated explorer. 
Livingstone was born in 
1S13, near G!a«gow, Scotland. 
His father 
being very poor, David went to work when 
he was ten years old. 
H e attended Dight 
school, however, and was a very studious 
iad. 
H e succeeded finally in getting into 
the Glasgow University, and graduated 
with honors. Some time later be presented 
hiaiself to a well-known Scottish mission­ 
ary society, and requested that he be sent 
to” Africa. 
The society sent him to the 
place where Robert Moflatt, one ot the 
society's mis-ionaries, was located. Living­ 
stone married Mcffatt’s daughter, and some 
years later went on a great exploring expe­ 
dition through Africa, covering some 11,000 
miles 
of the 
Dark 
Continent 
which 
had heretofore been untrodden by white 
m en. For this great feat be received the 
Viet >ria g' 1 i medal in 1854. About ten 
years later he started on another exploring 
expedition through 
Africa. 
For 
three 
years he was not heard from, and it was 
believed that he was lost. 
In the m ean­ 
time Jam es Gordon Bennett, proprietor of 
the New York Herald, was in Paris. In 
1869 he telegraphed to Spain, to H enry M. 
Stanley, oneot the Herald correspondents, 
requesting that gentlem an to come to Paris 
immediately. 
Stanley obeyed, 
and re­ 
ceived instructions front Bennett to go to 
Africa and find Livingstone. Stanley was 
successful, discovering Livingstone when 
the latter most needed assistance and pro­ 
visions. 
Stanley 
was 
then thirty-four 
years of age and Livingstone fifty-eight. 
After exploring together for several m onths 
they separated. Six m onths later Living­ 
stone died. His remains were brought back 
to England and buried at W estminster Ab­ 
bey. 
X portrait of Stanley wa3 then thrown 
upon the screen and was greeted with ap­ 
plause. Stanley, said the lecturer, was 
born in W ales in 1840 of lowly parents. At 
a very early age he was placed m a poor- 
house, and there rem ained until he was 
thirteen 
years 
old. 
A t the 
age of 
fifteen 
be 
sailed 
for 
the 
United 
States, his destination bein» New Orleans. 
Hi3 name was not Stanley, but John Row­ 
land. At New Orleans he was adopted by 
a wpalthy citizen who changed his name 
to H enry M. Stanley. 
H e first gained dis­ 
tinction as the Herald s correspondent in 
Abyssinia. Everybody is familiar w ith his 
recent achievements. 
One of Stanley’s most ardent admirers is 
Leopold It., K ing of Belgium, a very 
wealthy and philanthropic m an. 
A mag­ 
nificent picture of him was shown. 
The next picture was that of Thomas 
Edison, the “Electrical W izard.” 
The 
handsome, intelligent countenance 
wa3 
greeted with rounds of applause. 
Edison 
was bom in Ohio in 1847. 
The only 
schooling he ever received was that given 
him by his m other at home. 
At 12 years 
of age he was a newsboy on the Grand 
T runk Railroad. 
He was a genius even at 
that early age. and always experimenting 
with chemicals. He saved the life of the 
son of a telegraph operator in a railroad 
accident, and by way of reward the oper­ 
ator m ade a telegrapher of him . He went to 
Boston and there astonished all operators 
by his ability to receive the dispatches sent 
from New York by a m an who was th e fastest 
living telegrapher—a feat never equaled 
before. Later on he was transferred to a 
suburban office, where there was little to 
do. 
He had to report “all right” every 
half hour over the wires, in order to show 
that he was o:i duty. It was tiresome, but 
his inventive abilities came forward to his 
assistance. H e rigged up a device, which 
he attached to the office clock, that wou.d 
rattle off the bothersome “all right” auto­ 
matically. 
Edison would then go ofi fish­ 
ing for the day. But one day the clock got 
out of order, and the trick being exposed 
Edison was unceremoniously ‘ bounced.” 
That little episode, however, did not serve 
to interfere with his progress as the greatest 
inventor, as his 500 inventions testify. 
At this point Dr. H errick took the specta­ 
tors across the Atlanlic, and down into 
Egypt among the ancient ruins, some of 
which are what are left of temples which 
were built 2,000 years before Christ. The 
idea was, he explained, to go about from 
place to place, in the regular chronological 
order, up to the present day. and note the 
progress of man as a builder—or rather, a 
religions builder, a3 most of the buildings 
to be visited were temples and churches. 
“ No m atter where you go, or in what 
period you stop, you will see evidences that 
the hum an m ind worshiped an Alm ighty 
Being,” said the lecturer. “ They all wor­ 
shiped 
and 
do w orship in some way. 
Now, who of you dare say that the Al­ 
m ighty doe3 not accept the prayers of the 
Orientals, heathens and all, as well as 
yours?” 
The great pyram ids were first seen, and 
then the Sphinx, the oldest idol in the 
world, having been build more than 2,000 
years before Christ. 
From here the ruins 
of the great 
temples 
and m onuments 
erected throughout Egypt by that great 
monarch, Raineses II ; the 
temple 
of 
Edfou, which is the best preserved of the 
remaining Egyptian tem ples; thence to In­ 
dia, where the magnificent mosques de­ 
noted the gradual progress in architecture; 
the great temple on M ount Moriah, show­ 
ing the stone upon which Abrabani sacri­ 
ficed Isaac: thence to Rome in the fourth 


century, show ing the great Church of the 
Nativity, built by Constantine, and i las- 
trating the still further advance and change 
in architecture. Thus the lecturer, accom­ 
panied by the entranced audience, wended 
tbeir way from epoch to epoch, from conti­ 
nent to continent, nntil they finally brought 
up in Golden Gate Park in San Francisco, 
and were gazing at the m onum ent to F ran­ 
cis Scott Key. 
Here the party br ke up, 
and the spectators departed in their various 
directions for bed.

WRECKS OF HOMES 
That were. 
The cut is about 500 feet wide, 
through w hich the river rushes with a 
lo td roar and terrific force. 
About fifty 
yards from the line of the levee the water, 
in its downward rush through the opening, 
strikes the ground ar-.d roils upward and 
backward, like (he breakers on an ocean 
beach, and seethiDg onward over what was 
but a couple of days ago a well-appointed 
farm, out inlo the w illow and tule wastes 
beyond. 
On the levee was piled the furniture and 
household effects of H enry Payne, whcse 
residence stood at the eud of the break, 
with the w at'r creeping up around it and 
the adjoining buildings. 


MR. PAY SE'8 LOSSES. 
The reporter m et Mr. Payne on the levee 
rem oving som e of his property to a place cf 
safety, and inquired of hint as to his actual 
losses, irrespective of the damage that would 
result to his farm. 
“ W ell. I can hardly tell,” be replied. 
“I 
had sixty-three hogs on the [dace, and all I 
can see left are three or four. 
The rest were 
swept out with the flood, and of course are 
lost. 
Besides these I lost nine head oí 
horses and cows. 
Som e of them may have 
been carried out into the fields, where they 
m ay strike ground, but I don’t look for it. 
Men are cut in boats looking for them , but 
the stock is probably all lest.’’ 
About 150 yards from the levee, in the 
m iddle of the seething, 
roaring waters, 
stood a couple cf trees, in which Mr. 
Payne's chickens had taken refuge when 
the chicken-house went to pieces. 
Above 
and around tbea floated several hawks, and 
the doom ol the fowls was apparent. 


AN ACT OF HEROISM. 
It seem s that the Payne ranch was en­ 
tirely without m eans of escape for its peo­ 
ple except by the levee. 
There was no 
boat on the place, and when, on Thursday 
night, the hop-bouse in which four Chi­ 
nese load taken refuge went out w ith the 
flood, there was no way in which to aid 
them . 
One escaped to the bank, but the 
other three were carried away and would 
have been drowned had they not clambered 
into a tree against w hich the building 
struck before going to pieces. 
W ord was sent 
to W ashington 
and 
H om er Todhnnter proenred a boat for 
Jam es W eir, W illiam Harrues and Frank 
Fay, who gallantly risked their lives to 
save those of the Chinamen. 
The intrepid 
boatmen braved the currents and debris of 
the sw ollen river and went down to near 
the break, through which of course no craft 
could successfully go. 
bo the boat was 
taken over the levee, placed in the back­ 
water. and the men tnen pulled out to 
where the im perilled Chinese were perched 
in the tree, directed in the darkness by 
their cries for help. 
They were w et and 
nearly dead from cold w hen rescued. 
This was only one of m any a c s o f hero­ 
ism for which the young m en of W ashing­ 
ton have been noted, and for which they 
are entitled to great credit. 


MARDISOX S RUINED HOME. 
Just below the P ayne residence, and 
right in the track of the invading waters, 
stood the comfortable hom e of H . S. Mar- 
dison. 
There is nothing now left to mark 
where it stood, the yellow , roaring tide 
plunging over the site m any feet in depth. 
On W ednesday Mrs. Mardisou was con­ 
fined, and her husband prudently removed 
his fam ily to a neighbor’s house. 
It was 
w ell he did, for the em bankm ent in front 
of his place gave way on Thursday after­ 
noon and the river threw its force against 
the house, crushing it to pieces and scatter­ 
ing all its effects through the tule wilds. 
Everything was swept out, including nine 
horses, som e of which belonged to Mr. 
Mardison and others to people in this city 
w ho had them on pasture. 
The other places along the levee between 
this city and the break—those of Thom as 
Snyder, Curtis and others—were safe, and 
in danger only of being flooded by the 
back-water. 
But this process w ill be so 
slow that they w ill have am ple opportu­ 
nity to save their m ovable property. 


BACK OF WASHINGTON. 
( 
In the fields between W ashington and 
the Bryte ranch the Messrs. Tudhunter had 
m any head of horses and cattle, which 
they were yesterday engaged in removtn 
to high ground. 
The water had com e in 
from breaks m any m iles above, and is 
quite deep. 
T he m en would capture a few 
head of stock and lead them behind boats, 
w hile other boatmen would drive the rest 
behind them . 
Mr. H om er Tcdhunter said 
they did not expect to lose a single head. 


CAUTION TO VISITORS. 
As thousands of people w ill visit the 
break w ithin the next few days, we desire 
to eantion all against approaching too close 
to the edge of the broken levee. 
The water 
is constantly underm ining it. and every 
few m inutes large sections drop off into the 
seething torrent'. 
Yesterday afternoon a piece of the levee 
fell in, taking with it a ntan and a boy. By 
prompt exertion on the part of persons 
prtssnt their lives were saved, but with 
great difficulty. 
Parents should be careful 
about allow ing their children to visit the 
break, and no one should approach within 
thirty feet of the edge. 


BACKWATER IN YOLO. 
The back-water is rapidly creeping in 
upon the town of W ashington, and is also 
encroaching rapidly upon the track of the 
railroad leading to D avisville. A t m idnight 
last night a locom otive carrying several 
railroad officials went out as far as W ehster 
station to exam ine the condition of things. 
There is som e fear that the water may go so 
high as to cause trouble for trains. 


CHICO’S LOST BRIDGE. 
A bout 8 o ’clock yesterday m orning a 
large section o f the Chico free bridge, 
w hich 
was sw ept 
away on Thursday, 
reached this city and lodged against one of 
the cut-waters of the Y o lo bridge. 
H om er 
Todhunter, assisted by other W ashingtoni­ 
ans, went out and dislodged the monster 
and it went its w ay dow n the river. 


WAS THE OWNER LOST? 
Yesterday one of the steamers on the 
river picked up a hunter’s boat containing 
a num ber o f hares, ducks and quails. The 
gam e was all fresh, show ing that the boat 
had not been lost m any hours. 
W hether 
its owner allow ed it to escape from the 
levee throngh carelessness, or whether he 
had fallen overboard, is not know n. 


NOTES OF THE FRESHET. 
W hile hundreds o f people were gathered 
at the break in the Y olo levee yesterday the 
Exam iner s launch steam ed past on its re­ 
turn to the Bay. 
As it w ent by the break 
its photographer planted hi3 tripod in the 
stern of the boat and took several instan­ 
taneous views of the scene. 
Am ong those who labored hard on W ed­ 
nesday and Thursday to save the ievee on 
the Y'olo side, were Mrs. Thom as Snyder, 
Mrs. Maggie Berier and M isses Lon Conrad 
and E veline M erkindoilar. 
These ladies 
braved the m ud and rain and assisted the 
m en in filling sacks of earth for repairing 
and strengthening the em bankm ents. 
The water has been siping through the 
old bulkhead north o f W ashington, but 


the residents of that town believe the eat 
bankm ent w ill hold together. 
The sailboat "Turtle” was caught by a 
m an on the other side o f the river yester­ 
day and moored to the Y olo bank. 
About 
1 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
D om ingo Morales, who resides on Front 
street, between O and P, was out on the 
river and saw r.n em pty skiff going down. 
H e gave chase and caught it before it 
could get throngh the Y olo break. 
It is of 
a leaden color, and has two sets of row 
locks. 
T he breaks in the levees np the river 
have so increased the current in the stream 
that steamers yesterday could not stem it.

THE WEATHER.

The barometer was rising slow ly all day 
yesterday, according to the Signal Service 
reports, and was accom panied by gentle 
northerly w inds and about the sam e tem ­ 
perature as on the day before. 
There was 
no rainfall yesterday, it being the first day 
without rain—either appreciable or inap­ 
preciable—since the 28th of Novem ber last, 
m aking fourteen days of good, solid rain­ 
fall, giving a total of 14 19 inches for the 
season, as against 6 94 inches to a corre- 
onding date last season.

was 
56° 
and 
44°, 
as 
against 56° and 40° on the sam e date last 
year. 
The highest and low est one year 
ago to-day was 54° and 41°. 


SEEN FROM A ROOF. 
The break at Payne's place in the Y olo 
levee was plainly visible from the Signal 
Office building yesterday afternoon. 
The 
waves could be seen as they dashed m adly 
against portions of the banks yet intact, 
causing the spray to fly high in the air, 
glistening in the sunshine like silver. The 
line could be traced w ith a field glass 
through the low-lands far out to the tales 
by the agitation o f the waters as they sped 
rapidly on their m addening career of de­ 
struction. 


THROUGH THE SERGEANT'S GLASSES. 
Y'esterday evening, between 4 and 5 
o'clock, a lone fisherman (supposed to be) 
could be seen from the Signal Office roof in 
a sailboat over in the tule basin to the 
southwest of W ashington, trying appa­ 
rently to m ake land som ewhere, and when 
the shades of night cast their dark and 
gloom y shadows over that vast waste of 
waters", the lone sailor in his batteau was 
just risible, appearing to take everything us 
easy as possible under the trying circum ­ 
stances, as there was not wind enough to 
waft him gently homeward, and his oars 
if he had any) were not visible w ith the 
glasses, w hile bis craft rested calm ly upon 
the sm ooth surface of that inland se a .it 
brought to one's m ind the words of som e 
one who said that it looked like a painted 
ship upon a painted ocean.

H igh water but no danger at the Rink 
Obstruction race and good music to-night.* 


Representatives of the 
R ecord L'xion 
yesterday m ade a trip down the Sacramento 
river on the steam er A pache to Saisun 
Bay, taking accurate observations en route 
o f the prevailing conditions on both sides 
o f the river. 
In the outset let it be said, 
that the w hole story of the flood effects 
upon the Sacramento river has been ex­ 
aggerated. 
There lias not been so much 
damage by overflow as in 1881, and so far 
as the east or Sacramento side o f the river 
is concerned, it has suffered not at all. 
A ll 
islands are “right and tight,” and there is 
nowhere a broken levee along them , on 
either front or back laDd. The levee breaks 
ere all upon the west side, and they are all 
w ithin a distance of fifteen m iles below 
Sacram ento. 
There is more to be feared of 
damage to reclaimed and bank lands on the 
Y olo and Solano sides of the river from 
wash of basin-water under the influence of 
possible strong winds, than from high- 
water assaults upon the river-front. 


ONE IMPORTANT FACT 
Impressed 
itself upon the entire 
com ­ 
pany—and 
there 
were som e 
eight 
or 
tea old Sacram entaos upon the steamer 
Apache—that the levees front the Sac­ 
ram ento boundary, down nearly to Sen­ 
ator Johnston’s place, and above Richland, 
on the east side, in 
the light of 
re­ 
cent events, have been sham efully, in ex­ 
cusably and alm ost crim inally neglected. 
That is to say, compared to the levees be­ 
low that point, and the fine and well-kept 
em bankm ents of most o f the reclaimed 
islands, and on which there is not one-third 
of the value at 
risk as 
in the first- 
named stretch, the levees protecting the 
Riverside, Pocket and 
Freeport sections 
are w oefully wanting in hight, breadth, 
character of construction and care. 
The 
R ecord-U nion asserts it to be a fact, and it 
cannot be truthfully contradicted, that if, 
in proportion to the value involved, the 
levees from Mr. Johnston's place up the 
river to Sacramento, were constructed and 
cared for as they are from and below the 
Johnston place, they would be five feet 
higher, and twice as broad on top. 
They 
would be 
FINE ROADWAYS 
And constitute a riverside drive unequaled 
for excellence anywhere in the State. 
In ­ 
stead of here and there barely cropping 
above the surface of the river, and at high­ 
est water being but a few inches above the 
flood, they would be high above any possi­ 
ble rise of the river, broad enough for two 
teams abreast, and solid beyond possibility 
of breaking. 
Let there be no m isunder­ 
standing. As the result of observation it is 
tbe conviction that the values behind the 
levees from Sacramento to R ichland justify 
just such construction as has been indi­ 
cated, and which kind of work, in propor­ 
tion to value and risk involved, has been 
done below that point. 
This is evident to 
all the old river m en, not one of whom has 
sym pathy for the Riverside, Pocket and 
Freeport sections, beyond natural pity in 
case of disaster, because they are convinced 
that the owners have not built levees that 
the land values justifv, nor cared for them 
as they should. 
Said one of the oldest 
river experts, w ho has traveled up and 
down it for twenty years and more, day by 
d a y : 
. 
“ THEY WILL NOT TAKE WARNING; 
They w ill go on from year to year with a 
foot or two of tow-path levee sticking out 
of high water, and giving tbe gophers free 
play on tbe inside slopes; then when the 
trial com es they w ill expend m oney and 
energy enough in fighting disaster to have 
insured them selves against it in the first 
place. 
Mark ray word, the waters have re­ 
ceded, and so w ill these bottom -land peo­ 
ple; the gophers into their holes, and the 
owners into their old indifference and pro­ 
crastination. 
If I had such land wouldn’t 
I put a third of its value into deferses, to 
m ake the rem aining two-thirds worth more 
than the original w hole? 
You m ay wager 
all you're worth that I would, and so would 
the^e people below here, who have w ith­ 
stood the high waters and whose lands 
have been scarcely threatened.” 


THE FACT IS, 
That yesterday’s observation proved that if 
there had been any levee break on the east 
side of the river it would have been due to 
gross neglect. 
It is to be seen by anyone 
w ho view s the situation. 
T he bottom 
lands w ill always be exposed to the peril of 
overflow and breaking levees, until the 
em bankm ents are raised not less than three 
feet higher and m uch broadened and the 
faces cleared of the haunts of rodents. 
These remarks do not apply to the lands 
upon the west side of the river; there the 
people have m ere lo contend w ith, less of 
valúe at stake, and not such am ple means. 
Besides, back of their lauds to be reclaimed 
m ust be constructed greater levees to resist 
the wa9h of the sea ot water that annually 
floods into the tule basin. 
Under strong 
winds this sea rolls in dangerous waves 
against these back levees from inland, and 
thus tbe assault is made on all sides. 
On 
the east side of tbe Sacramento there is but 
one line of defenses essential, so that the 
risk is reduced from two to three-fold, and 
the cost of construction from one-half to 
three-fourths, compared to the outlay neces­ 
sary on the west side. 


WHAT WAS SEEN. 
About three-fourths of a m ile below the 
Apache s wharf, on the west side o f the 
river, the first break was fonnd on the 
Madison ranch. 
It is about 400 feet wide, 
and tbe waters pour through the breach in 
angry and contending waves and make 
their final dash into the tule basin with a 
roar that sounds pitiful to the ear. 
The 
baiik lands are washed clear of fences and 
outhouses, and devastation reigns suprem e 
where 
so 
recently plenty and 
content 
presided. 
From that point for the next 
ten m iles on the west side the levees crop 
out of the waste of waters but a foot or so; 
cattle and horses are huddled upon the 
sm all m ounds and narrow levees or stand 
knee-deep in 
flooded corrals. 
Chickens 
have taken refuge in the trees, below 
w hich the waters surge angrily, as if furi­ 
ous that even these frail refuges resist their 
assault. 
The situation on the west side 
w ill daily grow worse for som e time; for as 
the water accum ulates in the tule basin it 
w ill rise higher upon the river bank land 
and still more circurm cribe the little spots 
to w hich the unfortunate people still cling. 


ON THE SACRAMENTO SIDE 
The levees stand w ell out of water, but 
all along them the mark ot flood bight re­ 
m ains, and show s plainly on how few 
feeble inches of soft earth the property 
owners hung the risk of great disaster. 
Here aDd there low places show where, 
but for the packing of sand-bags in solid 
tiers, the encroaching river would have 
found its way. 


FAR OFF TOWARD THE COAST 
The Lake region m ountains were seen 
wall of glorious blue, clear cut aud distinct 
as chiseled m arble lines; m ore clearly 
boader and 
more 
beautiful, they rose 
through the brisk, biting, breezy atm os­ 
phere “than ever before seen,” said Captain 
Ferris. 
Beyond them rose peaks higher 
and more distinct, clothed in snow y robes 
dazzling in their sheen beneath the assault 
of the su n ’s rays. 
Away off toward the 
north tbe M arysville 
Buttes stood out 
against the sky in cam eo-like relief, and 
of as 
cerulean 
hue 
as ever painter's 
fancy conjured from pigm ent to canvas 
It was a m agnificent perspective. 
But be 
tween these far-distant hights the yellow 
current on which we rode was to be seen 
scarcely m ore than a waste of waters 
broken only here and there by a clum p of 
trees, or a slight elevation, and along the 
river edge by the crum bling spider-like 
lin e of levees. 


ALL ALONG THE LEVEES. 
On the west side the bitter fight of the res 
idents was made, as is evident from the 
lines of sandbags, the brush weirs, and here 


been more than six inches o f levee to pro­ 
tect tbe bank lands. 
Opposite to Riverside 
H ouse, som e five m iles down river, the 
second break was found at the sam e point 
where the levee gave way a few years ago. 
This breach was about forty feet wide. Op­ 
posite the Lovdal ranch another breach 
was found, som e eighty feet wide. 
But 
ON THE SACRAMENTO SIDE 
A ll the ievees were unbroken. 
But the 
narrow escape they had was clearly real­ 
ized by all who viewed them from the 
steamer’s deck. 
Sandbags in the lower 
parts indicated where the weak places had 
developed, and how hard had been the 
struggle to save the em bankm ents. 
A 
good deal of water—from rainfall and high 
land and city drainage, was seen back of 
the bottom lands, and this increased every 
m ile, growing broader and broader, until at 
Beach’s the lake of that nam e had lost its 
identity, and a lone, broad reach of water 
extended down river as far as the eye 
could see. 
But this w ill scon run off. 
and so far as could be seen no damage has 
been done by it. 
From ILach’s down to 
Oouriland on the Sacramento side the view 
was about the same. 


ON THE WEST SIDF, 
H alf a m ile below Buckman it Carragber’s 
ranch, three sm all breaks in the levee were 
found, through w hich the river waters 
poured steadily, eating awav the soft levees 
and widening the bretchcs. 
W hen the 
Lisbon dis'rict was reached, its ic-vees were 
found intact, strong and well cared for. 
O nly in one or two [places had it been found 
necessary to put in sandbags. 
T he whole 
levee front of this splendid tract o f 8,000 
acres of land is now green with springing 
growth. 
I f the back levees of this district 
stand the wash of the basin waters, as it is 
believed they w iii, tbe proof will be posi­ 
tive that good levee building on the Sacra­ 
m ento side w ill enable- tbe entire bottom 
land population to sleep in peace in the 
m idst of storms, instead of patrolling the 
levee3 and fighting for an inch of earth to 
hang salvation on. 
Aud, by the way, w hile the Lisbon dis­ 
trict was so secure, the evidences rem ain of

For at one 
point tiers of sandbags set into the ievee 
constituted the defense that kept the waters 
out. 
At Ciarksburg the wharf had been 
flooded, and a coating o f slicken3 showed 
how long tbe water had stood upon the 
planking. 
The fall of water there Thurs­ 
day night was fifteen inches. 
W e should 
have said that at the lower end of the Lis­ 
bon district the steam shovel or dredger 
was found at work raising still higher the 
cross levee running from the river to the 
back levei?, suggesting that such a m achine 
worked in the right sea;on could raise and 
broaden the levees down nearly to R ich­ 
land as well as not, and econom ically, if 
only the people resolve upon it. 
Sena'or Johnston’s place was found un­ 
harmed, and that there had been no seri­ 
ous assault upon it, nor indeed from that 
point down, had the people been threat­ 
ened as were those above. 
The Pierson District and Randall Island 
were found in fine condition, with less of 
sipage and drainage water in the center 
than was expected. 
Opposite to Courtland Merritt Island was 
found to be safe and soUDd, with, however, 
considerable sipage and rain water in the 
center. 
Sutter Island wa3 seen to be all right, 
also, with water by sipage and drainage on 
the lower part only. 


GRAND ISLAND 
W as unharmed, and all along Old river the 
water had not assailed the levees to at all 
alarm the people or call for unusual con­ 
cern or exertion. 
Indeed, 
at W alnut 
Grove it was said the river had not reached 
the 1881 record by two feeet. 
From W alnut 
Grove down to Tyier 
Island a great deal of water was seen in tbe 
basin back of the b a n k laud, suggesting 
that there m ight have been a break on the 
M okelum ne river. 
But inquiry developed 
that there had been no m ishap, and that 
the water was that of precipitation aud 
drainage; aiso, that B ranD an, Tyler and 
Andrus islands were safe, and had been in 
no particular danger. 
The Locke A Lavenson reclamation was 
in spleudiil condition, and a delight to the 
eye, with its green fields and finely-worked 
surface and splendid levee system. 
At the lower end of Grand Island men 
were found at work upon the new cross 
levee running over to Steamboat slough, 
and that is expected to protect the island 
from the assault of Cache slough when the 
waters o f the great tule basins of Solano 
and Y olo pour through it and across Steam ­ 
boat slough. 
It is believed this discharge 
w ill now pass below the cross levee. 
Far away to the west the steam-dredger 
could be seen at work upon the uncom ­ 
pleted levee along Steamboat Slough. 
If 
tich dredgers were used by ail reclamation 
districts, and kept at work reasonably from 
tim e to tim e raising and broadening levees, 
in five years’ tim e every district on the 
river in which Sacramento lias anyinterest 
would be im pregnable, so fardas floods are 
concerned. 
The district just below the city could 
thus protect itself at half the cost of haul­ 
ing sedim ent. 
Even in this city there 
ought to be a steam -shovel lor levee work, 
and for excavating matter for street im ­ 
provem ents, etc. 
In the ride of yesterday two o f these 
dredging and lifting m achines were seen at 
work levee building, and their value and 
econom y is not overestim ated. 
From the 
lower end of Grand Island to Benicia the 
ride was uneventful, except for the pleas­ 
ant com panionship of a group of agreeable 
and weil-inform ed people. 
The R ecobd-U n io n ’s thanks are due to 
Captain Ferris and the officers of the 
Apache for special facilities afforded its 
representatives, and courtesies shown them . 


NO FURTHER TROUBLE.

A goodly num ber of m en continue to 
guard the ievee between this city and the

likelihood of trouble. 
The banks are now

entailed in protecting the levee, Supervisor 
Black yesterday informed a P .e c o r d U n i o n 
reporter that it would im onn t to $3 a day 
for thirty-three men, and the cost of seven­ 
teen shovels and 1,000 bags. 
The expense, 
he said, would be divided between that 
levee dis'rict and tbe city, and would le 
such a trifle fur each that it was hardly 
worth m entioning. 
Now that the little excitem ent attendant 
upon the high water has abated, a glance 
back at the events of the lust few days will 
show that the Citv Trustees have earned 
the good opinion of the public. 
It is true 
they did only their duty, but even this 
cannot be said ol’ all officials. 
W hile it is 
understood that this city was at no time 
in danger of inundation, still the Trustees 
acted wisely in m aking provision for any 
possible emergency that m ight arise. 
" 
In this their elf rts were supplem ented by 
those of Division Superintendent W right, of 
the Railroad Company, w ho placed loco­ 
m otives and trainloads of rock and sand­ 
bags at the disposal of the officials, to be 
used wherever necessary. 
Timely' and energetic action on the part 
of Mayor Gregory and Trustees McLaugb 
lin and Wolf, in going to the relief o f the 
district below the city, has saved the citi­ 
zens of the latter from the inconvenience 
of having back-wa'er up to the south levee 
for som e m onths. 
This labor is fully ap­ 
preciated by the public.

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ASTONISHED AT ICE 
COMMERCIAL. 


H o w N a tiv e s o f T ro p ica l R eg io n s R egard 
th e P h en o m e n o n o f F reezin g . 
[From the New York San.] 
The natives of tropical countries are 
seldom so much astonished as when they 
are first introduced to snow and ice. 
The 
congealing of water is a phenomenon they 
are slow to comprehend. 
A few months 
ago Sir W illiam Macgregor enticed sev­ 
eral New Guinea natives to the hitherto 
unsealed summit of Mount Owen Stanley, 
the loftiest peak in British Australasia. 
On its barren summit, nearly a thousand 
feet above the zone of vegetation, big 
icicles were found, greatly to the amaze­ 
ment of the natives, who were much 
startled when they touched them, and 
insisted 
that their fingers had 
been 
burned. 
A year ago when Mr. Ehlers ascended 
Mount Killma-Njaro, in Africa, his native 
porters, who 
had lived all their lives 
near the base of thegreat mountain, pulled 
off their boots with which they had been 
f 
irovided as they approached the snow 
ine and plunged merrily into the snow 
witli their bare feet. 
They lost no time 
in plunging out again and lay writhing on 
the ground, insisting that their feet had 
been severely burned. 
Some of the Cen­ 
tral African natives who have been intro­ 
duced into Germany mistook, last winter, 
the first snow-storm they saw for a flight 
of white butterflies. 
Lieutenant Von 
Francois says the mistake was a very 
natural one. 
One day when he was as­ 
cending a tributary cf the Congo he saw 
for the first time the air filled with a 
great swarm of white butterflies, and he 
says the spectacle closely resembled a 
gentle fal 1 i f snow. 
The seductive summer drink, so popular 
in our latitude during the dog days, pro 
duces upon the untutored savage when 
first brought to his notice as unpleasant an 
effect is an unexpected electric shock. 
K ing Dinah, of W est Africa, has been one 
of the recent sight-seers in Pans. 
An at­ 
tempt was made one day to explain to him 
the nature of ice by introducing him to 
an iced drink. 
The unusual sensation 
greatly startled his Majesty, and he dashed 
the cooling draught on the floor as soon 
as he had tasted it. 
It is said that our Alaskan Esquimaux 
think the weather is uncommonly sultry 
when the temperature is at the freezing 
point, while the Central African shivers 
in great distress in a temperature of 00° 
above zero. 


“ J erry B u ilt" H o u ses o f R o m e. 
On the outskirts of the Ghetto a long 
street led to the Portico of Octavia, where 
Titus celebrated his triumph and Syrian 
captives bore the spoils of the temple in 
his train. 
Close by the colonnade of this 
noble ruin the ancient fish market, which 
had been held here for centuries, might 
still have been seen a year or two ago. 
The sight was strikingly picturesque. The 
many-storied houses of the narrow street 
almost shut out the blue sky overhead, 
and the sunshine streamed through the 
meeting roofs on the glittering scales of 
fish and the worn marble slabs which had 
been in use since the days of the Caesars. 
A few steps further on was the theatre 
which Augustus built in honor of the 
young Marcellus. 
Here we were met 
by another of those strange contrasts over 
wnich Ampere loved to moralize. 
Under 
the Doric arches of the lowest tier artisans 
had their shops, and the ruddy light of 
the forge glowed upon piles of green 
vegetables and watermelons and joints 
of 
meat 
which 
dangled 
from 
the 
travertine blocks of the Augustan age. 
Above the Ionic arches of the upper story 
rose the grim walls of the Savelli Palace, 
built in the Middle Ages, on a lofty heap 
of debris within the theatre. 
This was 
the home of Niebuhr when he lived in 
Rome as Prussian Embae-ador. 
Prom 
these windows he looked down on the 
fountains, the orange trees, and flowering 
jessamine of his little garden, and far 
away across the Tiber to St. Peter’s and 
Monte Mario. 
This district has under 
gone a thorough cleansing. 
The ancient 
fishmarket and the shops have been re­ 
moved, anil the Ghetto leveled to the 
ground. 
W hole streets were carted away 
last year amid clouds of white dust and 
mortar. 
Only the fortress-looking walls 
of the Cenci Palace, the Portico of Octa­ 
via, and the Theater of Marcellus remain, 
isolated and stripped of their surround­ 
ings. 
In short, the whole of this remark­ 
able quarter has disappeared to make room 
for more 
boulevards and “jerry-built” 
liouses.— The Xinetcenth Century.

T h e D a te o f th e D e cla r a tio n . 
Professor John B. McMaster, the histor­ 
ian, was asked last night for his views of 
the letter of Thomas McKean that was read 
by ex-Secretary Bayard at the unveiling 
of the monument to Ctesar Rodney on 
Wednesday. 
Mr. McMasters said: “There 
is nothing in the letter that was not al­ 
ready known. 
It was well known that the 
Declaration of Independence was adopted 
on July 2d and was read to the public from 
the State House steps on July 4th, and so 
became a public document. 
It was not at 
that time signed by all the colonial dele­ 
gates, for the reason, among others, that 
several of them were waiting for clearer 
instructions from their respective colonies. 
It was signed after the instructions had 
been given. 
The secret journals of the 
Continental Congress have quite all been 
published in fragments. What remains of 
them are on deposit in the State Depart­ 
ment at Washington, and their contents are 
well-known. 
It seems to me that Congress 
ought to make an appropriation to have 
them all printed, together with letters and 
other manuscripts 
throwing 
additional 
light on the subject. 
The journals are 
now, of 
course, necessarily 
imperfect. 
The sessions of Congress were private. 
Nobody was admitted except members, un­ 
less by leave, and only a record of pro­ 
ceedings was made that would be safe. The 
journals were also partly burned when the 
British were in Washington in 1814. and 
afterward by an accidental fire.”—Philadel­ 
phia Pres».

T H E W EIR D OF T H E W &LFORDS. 


[BY LOUISA BALDWIN J 
On a summer’s day in the year 1860 I, 
Humphrey Walford, did a deed for which 
I should have been disinherited by my 
father and disowned by my ancestors. I 
laid sacrilegious hands on the old carved 
oak four-post family bedstead and de­ 
stroyed it. 
Alone I could not have accomplished 
the work of destruction. The massive 
posts, canopy and panels would have re­ 
sisted my single efforts, but I compelled 
two reluctant men to lend me their aid, 
and by the help of saws and hatchets we 
reduced the whole structure to billets of 
wood, such as one might kindle a cheerful 
flame with in the parlor grate on a damp 
summer evening. 
It was a bed with a history to me so 
unspeakably melancholy that I had re­ 
solved when I was my own master I 
would destroy the gloomy structure and 
rid me of the nightmare-like feeling with 
which the sight of it never failed to in­ 
spire me. 
The bed i'self was upward of three hun­ 
dred years old, carved in oak grown on 
our land, while the heavy dark-green 
hangings, failed and musty-smelling, dated 
only from the time of my great-grand­ 
father, Walford. I have the dimensions 
of the huge hearse-like thing by heart. It 
was ten feet long by eight feet wide and 
ten feet high, and when as a small child I 
was brought to see my young mother die 
in the recesses of the vast bed, I looked up 
at its tall posts with something of the awe 
with which 1 should now regard the lofti­ 
est tree. 
For three centuries this bed had been 
the cradle and grave of our family. Its 
heavy drapery had deadened the sound of 
the first cry and the last groan of the gen­ 
erations of Walfords who had been born or 
died in Walford Grange. In its solemn 
depths the newly-wedded brides of the 
family lay the first few nights in their 
new home, till the wedding festivities 
were ended, and the squire and his wife 
began their every-day married life by oc­ 
cupying a less stately but more comfort­ 
able bed. I knew the history of the 
gloomy old piece of furniture as family 
tradition had preserved it for three cen­ 
turies. Ten Squire Walfords had either 
died in that bed or had lain on it after 
death awaiting their burial. I was the 
eleventh squire dating from the epoch of 
the bed, and I would neither die in it nor 
be laid upon after my death; and to make 
sure of this there was no way but now, in 
my youth and strength, to tall upon it 
with hatchet and saw and utterly de­ 
stroy it. 
I did not fear death more than my fore­ 
fathers, but I resented being bidden by 
family tradition and custom to die in a 
given spot. I rebelled at having a definite 
place assigned to me to lie down in and 
die—a place so fraught with dismal asso­ 
ciations as the ancient, hearselike bed. I 
could not endure to think that, wander as 
wide as I would, I must returu to this bed 
of death at last, and here, among stifling 
pillows and heavy curtains, end my life 
precisely where it began. 
Must this ghastly horror of my child­ 
hood be the goal toward which I tend? 
When I am sailing on mid-ocean, the ship 
plowing her way through the furrows of 
the sea, shall I only be speeding, sooner or 
later, toward this dismal bed ? When 1 
climb mountains and breathe the keen air 
of the hights, is it but the end of the ex­ 
clusion of light and air? Must every step 
I take, every journey I make, be a stage 
on the road that ends in the stifling pil­ 
lows of this bed of death ? No, a thousand 
times no, and I brought my ax down on 
the footboard with a crash. 
How vividly both the dead and living 
who had occupied this ancient bed rose 
before my mind’s eye! Here had lain 
Ralph Walford, killed in the civil wars, 
fighting for the King, and his wounded 
body was brought home and stretched on 
what had been his bridal bed to await his 
burial. And here died Squire Ralph’s 
young widow, who, a short time after her 
husband's sad home-coming, gave birth to 
his posthumous child, and never again left 
this ill-omened bed till they carried her 
out feet foremost. Ralph Walford's brother 
Heneage, 
the next Squire, thought 
to make the old bed festive with 
fold and crimson hangings, to forget that 
is brother’s corpse had lain on it, his 
orphan child had been born in it, and his, 
widow died in it, and by the upholsterer’s 
wit to convert a hearse into a bridal bower. 
Brighter times came to our family with 
the Restoration. We had spent our blood 
and treasure in the King's canse, for which 
he did not suffer us to go uuhonored; for 
shortly after his joyful restoration his gra­ 
cious Majesty was traveling within ten 
miles of Walford Grange, and, the weather 
proving stormy, and there being no other 
royalist house of consideration near, he 
made shift to pass a night under the roof 
of his faithful servant, Heneage Walford. 
My father often told me the history of 
that memorable visit, as it had been 
handed down from generation to gen­ 
eration. How gracious and witty was 
the King’s majesty, how merry and 
light-hearted, as 
little 
troubled 
by 
the murder of his royal father and the 
heavy misfortunes of his house as by the 
brave lives lost and families impoverished 
in his cause! 
Squire Heneage was as loyal a man as 
ever drew sword for the King, yet he was 
heard to say that it was a cursed day for 
him when his gracious Majesty honored 
him by being his guest, for it turned his 
wife, Mistress Johanna’s head, and she was 
never again the woman she had been. She 
grumbled and bemoaned herself that the 
King had not knighted her husband, so 
that she might have ruffled it a step above 
the squirearchy. But one abiding com­ 
fort remained with her from the royal 
visit. And this was that both at coming 
and going the King had salmed her, and 
she ever after prettily described the royal 
manner of kissing, which she affirmed to 
difler from that practiced by ordinary men. 
Mistress Johanna’s serving woman, Anne 
Grimshaw, said that the King had saluted 
her, too, but this her mistress would not 
hear of, and when she appealed to Squire 
Heneage he set the vexed question at rest 
by giving his opinion that, judging it as a 
matter of probability, it was more likely 
that a vain woman should tel! a lie than 
that his sacred Majesty should kiss Anne 
Grimshaw, who had a foul face of her own. 
If I have somewhat enlarged on the fact 
of the King’s visit to Walford Grange, it 
is not so much on account of any tokens of 
his royal favor that he was pleased to be­ 
stow on my ancestors as because he lay in 
the best chamber, in the gTeat oak bed 
with its brave new haugiogs. But the 
King was tormented by terrible dreams, 
and woke in the morning haggard and 
weary, as though he had been ridden by 
witches. And that I attributed to a ma­ 
lign influence in the hearse-like bed itself, 
and with that I crashed into it afresh. 
I had long promised myself this fierce, 
destructive joy when I in my turn should 
be master of Wilford Grange. My father 
had died in this bed three years ago and I 
had been traveling in the south of Europe 
ever since, urged partly by the restless cu­ 
riosity of youth, and partly by the belief 
that no Squire Walford had ever crossed 
the seas before.

One sometimes hears of the wonderful 
productiveness of the golden lily—L iiu n 
auratum, Lindlev. Some years ego an in­ 
stance was recorded of one stalk under 
cultivation bearing no less than thirty-five 
flowers. 
This happened in Pitlour, in 
Fifeshire, Scotland, in 1886. The record 
is quite beaten by a plant in the garden of 
a foreign resident at Karurawa, says the 
Japan Weekly Mail, which is now bearing 
no fewer than tifty-seven flowers on one ' 
stalk. The stalk itself is six feet high, 
and toward the upper end it flattens out 
the buds hanging like keys on a board. !

thus allowed for the remarkable luxuri­ 
ance of flowering just described. In the 
Far East of September 16, 1872, it is 
stated: “This summer there grew in the 
garden of Mr. G. C. Pearson, on the Bluff 
(ill), Yokohama, two stems from one 
bulb. The two stems cut off and stuck iu 
a bowl of ferns are portrayed on the first 
page of this number of our journal. Cfoe 
was a fair specimen of the ordinary flower­ 
ing of the plant, having eighteen Uowers 
upon it ; but the other, upon a broad, flat 
stem, about an iuch and a half in width, 
but thin as a lath, had no less than sixty- 
three buds, of which fifty-two were iu full 
flower at one time.—Pall Mall Gazette.

DECISION OF JUDGE VAN FLEET IN THE 
JOHNSTON CASE. 


H e D e n ie s Mr». J o h n sto n ’s P ra y er lo r a 


D iv o r ce —A Sh arp R ev iew o f 


th e T estim o n y . 


The divorce case of Margaret Johnston 
against William E. Johnston, which has 
been before Judge Van Pieet’s Court for 
several weeks, was decided yesterday in 
the defendant's favor. Frequent allusion 
was 
made 
to 
the case by the local 
press during the trial, and the public is 
well informed as to its merits. The par­ 
ties have been married forty years, and, as 
is well k n o w n by p erso n s who have been 
acquainted with them during their resi­ 
dence in th is c o u n ty , got along 
well 
together until a few years ago. Their rela 
tions since then have not been of the pleas­ 
antest character, but Judge Van Fleet con­ 
cludes that they have not been of a suffi­ 
ciently serious character to warrant a dis­ 
solution o f the marriage tie at this late day. 
The decision is a s follows : 


I n th e Superior Court of the county of Saera- 
m nto, State of California. 
D epartm ent Two. 
M argaret Johnston, plaintiff, vs. W illiam E. 
Joh n sto n , defendant. 
P lain tiff brings th is action for divorce on the 
g ro u n d of cruelty. 
T he evidence in h er behalf 
w ould go to show th a t for some years past the 
d efen d an t has been guilty of a general course 
o f ill-treatm ent tow ard plaintiff, am ounting at 
tim es to conduct of a very b ru tal character, as 
for instance, th a t he has been in th e h ab it fre­ 
q u e n c y of getting angry at plaintiff w ithout 
cause and sw earing a t and cursing h er and call­ 
in g h er vi e nam es, and on several occasions 
h a s resorted to personal violence upon h er by 
strik in g and driving h er out of th eir dw elling. 
T h a t he has of recent years evinced a growing 
coldness tow ard h er, has ceased to occupy the 
sam e room w ith h er, scarcely ever spoke to her 
ex cep t in an angry and threatening m anner or 
to find fault w ith m atters th a t did not please 
h im . T hat d arin g the past 
sum m er, w hile 
p la in tiff was ill, th e defendant neglected h er 
a n d abused her, an d said she was ouly pretend­ 
in g to be sick: an d in varicus other ways has 
treated plaintiff in such m anner th at she lias 
h e m com pelled to leave him and is afraid to live 
w ith him 
On th e o ther h au d , the evidence for defend­ 
a n t direct*> leaded to reiuie the plaintiff’s care 
as to bruta! and cruel conduct, and to show, on 
th e contrai y, th a t defendant c a s never in aDy 
w ay m istreated or abused plaintiff or neglected 
h e r, and th a t he has not grown cold tow ard her; 
th a t plaintiff and defendant have at tim es had 
differences and w ould quarrel and call each 
o th e r nam es, but never to any serious conse­ 
quence, and '.hat on such occasions one was as 
m u ch to biam e as th e other; th a t defendant had 
n ev er used violence of any kind on p laintiff by 
strik in g h er or otherw ise, and th a t they have 
m ostly lived happily and peaceably together 
u n til quite recently; th at, since th eir children 
rrew up and m arried, defendant has had some 
.rouble w ith his sons-in-iaw an d w ith some of 
h is sous over m oney an d business m atters, and 


In these differences th e plaintiff appears to ] 
ave pretty uniform ly sided w ith th e children, 
and this, coupled w ith th e fact th a t th e i<ositive

traits of c h a:acter in each have b e m empba- 
s zed w ith advancing years, have given rise to 
m uch, if not all. of the recent friction betw een 
the parties. But I am satisfied th at defendant 
still has strong affection for both his wife and 
children, and I am unable to find th at he has 
been u ir ist or cruel to either. There is n o th ­ 
ing. in liiv judgm ent, th at should seriously in ­ 
terfere to" prevent th e plaintiff and defendant 
living out the rem ainder of th eir lives together 
in com parative happiness, and I do not believe 
th at it is to th eir interest or th a t of society th at 
they should be divorced. 
A divorce w ill be d e n ie d : but inasm uch as 
this t'ia l m ay have given rise to tem porary re­ 
sentm ents w hich m ay for a tim e prevent a re­ 
conciliation betw een the parties, and as it ap­ 
pears th at p laintiff has no source of m ainten­ 
ance separate from th e com m unity property, 
provision will be m ade in the findings and de­ 
cree for h er support u n til th e fu rth er o rder of 
the Court. 
W. C. Van F leet, Judge. 
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tb ev have tu rn ed against him an d hav e preju­ 
d iced the plaintiff against him . and th a t this 
h a s caused trouble betw een th e p laintiff and 
defendant an d has induced plaintiff to bring 
th is action. 
T he principal w itm sses for th e plaintiff and 
those whose evidence tends m ost strongly to 
show cruel treatm ent w ere sons and daughters 
of the parties. 
These w itnesses testified to 
m an y an d repeated acts of harsh treatm ent by 
defendant, in calling plaintiff vile nam es and 
th e use of personal violence on h er, and in gen­ 
e ra l th eir evidence, if true in detail, would 
m ake the defendaut out a veritable B luebeard. 
B u t th eir testim ony was not given in a m an n er 
to m ake a pleasant or iavorabie im pression 
upon 
my 
m ind. 
It 
exhibited 
through­ 
ou t 
a 
very 
strong 
prejudice 
and 
hos­ 
tility on th eir p a rt tow ard th e defeudant 
a u d a corresponding bias in favor o f the plaint­ 
iff, and indicated such an apparent inability to 
b e fair and im partial in th eir testim ony as to 
greatly detract from its value. In large part 
th e ir testim ony as to acts th a t w ould show cruel 
treatm en t was not only opposed by the strong 
c u rren t of physical iacts and circum stances ap­ 
pearing in th e case and the evidence of other 
w itnesses, but was w idely at variance w ith th at 
o f th e p laintiff herself. The most flagrant in ­ 
stances of alleged personal violence tes. ifled to 
by them w ere not m entioned by th e p laintiff at 
a ll, and are not alleged in h er com plaint; and 
som e of the m ore opprobrious epithets stated by 
several of them as having been frequently ap­ 
p lied to p lain tiff by defendant are not to be 
round in p la in tiffs te-tim ony at all. 
T he plaintiff' testified fully and at length as 
to the defendant's conduct, and answ ered read ­ 
ily and intelligently all questions pu t to h er by 
council skillful a n d accom plished in eliciting 
evidence, and I am bound to piesum e th at she 
testified as strongly in h er own b ehalf as the 
facts w ould w arrant, and yet there is a w ide dis­ 
p arity betw een h e r statem ents and those of the 
c h ild re n in m any im portant respects, and p ar­ 
ticularly as to acts o f personal violence by de­ 
fendant. W hile the latter testify to a num ber 
o f instances w here they claim the defendant 
stru ck th e plaintiff and used violence on her 
person, she m entions bu t one, and yet these 
m atters w ere of a ch aracter to be of necessity 
w ith in th e personal know ledge of the p a in tif f ; 
a n d there was nothing to indicate th at they 
w ere om itted by h er through iuadverienee or 
m istake. T hroughout tb e ir testim ony there ap­ 
p eared such a m anifest disposition to m agnify 
a n d exaggerate incidents of a com paratively 
triv ia l character, an d such teem ing reluctance 
to concede any po sible m erit in favor of the 
d efen d au t. as to seriously detract from th e value 
o f th eir statem ents m m ore im portant particu ­ 
lars. 
And w hile I am not disposed to believe 
th a t any ol them deliberately testified to m at­ 
te rs th a t they knew v ere not true, yet I am sat­ 
isfied th a t th eir statem ents, in large part, were 
h ig h ly m agnified an d colored by th e ir feelings, 
a n d are not entitled to full credence. 
As against this evidence in b eh alf of p lain tiff 
th e oldest son of th e parties testified for th e de­ 
fen d an t. 
He appeared to be m every w ay dis­ 
p osed to be fair and im part; ’. as betw een the 
parties, and his testim ony was given in a m an ­ 
n e r to carry conviction o f its iruth. His evi­

pleasantness betw een plaintiff an d defendant, 
b u t th a t they treated each o th er in a m anner 
friendly and pleasant. 
Several other appar- 
e u ily fair a c a disinterested witnesses, of m ore 
o r less intim acy w i h the fam ily, testified to the 
sam e genera! effect. 
In this state of th e evidence, end after giving 
i t a very careful consideration, I have been u n ­ 
a b le to com e to th e conclusion th at auyth ng 
am o u n tin g to cruelty has been established in 
th is case.
